Tub object of this Bill it to remove certain dofecta in the Prisoners Act. which 
have from time to time been brought Io the notice nf the C#<ivernmcnt of India by l.o«a] 
Govemmeott and other authorities. 

a. The amendment, propoied which appear to call for remark are noticed in thi, 
paragraph: 

Sttlitn /.—The object of thU wetion !» to reoKw certain diflicultien which have 
arisen from a rcformati^ or reformatory school baviog been beld to be neither a jail nor a 
prison within the meaning of the Act. 
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Sfciion 9 .—Scctioo g of the Act, which bad refcreace to the uiquaI Motio^r Acts, 
has been obsolete for nesrljr fourteea jeers. 

Sft/i99 j.^This section is designed to rensorc doubts which have from time Co time 
been expressed as to the application of section 16 of the Prisoners Act. There are occa* 
sions 00 which, in conseoueoce of the want of safe and proper places of coDfinemeot in 
certain territories bcj’ontl the limits of British IndiA* or for some other cause, it is desirable 
that priiooers should uodergo their lenteDces In British Indian jails where theyscan be held 
in secure custody. 

^.—Section 19 of the Act has bcco found to be defective 10 several respects. 

Sitfi-jfe/ifiH (r).—There are cases in which a Local Government cannot act 
as promptly as circumstsuces may require with respect to the receptioo, detention and Impri¬ 
sonment ot prisoners, and in which eolj the orders of the Governor Oeoeral in Couocil can 
readily secure thi? oUjecC to be attained. Such a case frequently ocenrring is the transfer of 
convicts from Native States to the leltlemeotof Port Blair, that settlement being for the 
use of India generally, and therefore necessarily more directly controlled than any other 
part of India by the ^vemor General in Council. 

(s).«*rhis vob^scctiofl coarts the subatance of the notification 
of the Government of India, No. 158, dated the latli August, 187s. 

SmS-sfc/ia/t (j}.—The amendBMOt of the proviso to section 19 of the Act 
will set at rest the question whether that sectioo relates only to sentences passed by mixed 
Courts in the exercise of orlgioaJ criminal iurisdiclion.

Hopkins war in charge fmu thu GcJi lo tJio Juno, 
and Mr. Forbes, by vhum ibis report ia submitted, for tho lest of thc} year. 

% Under euating orders, CommusioneM aru rufitirod to )w on tour at 
Tou.H>diui>MtiMi. lewt four monthB in tlio yoar, to Kpend at loaat a 

fortoight in each district, and to inspect every' 
Collector's office and every sub-divisional <Mcc. The Commuwoner of l^atua 
was on tour for the presoiibod period, but was unubb to inspuct tbo Saran 
district ofices and the sub-diviAonal offices of Jahaoabad, liarh. D'&apore, 
Siwao, and Gopalganj^ Mr. For bos says.Uiat tbo requlreoieDts of Goverzuueot 
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in this respect cannot bo fulfilled in hts DiTiaon, in which distances are great 
and camp equipment and stores have often to be takon in bullock carts, thus 
causing serious wasto of time. The Officiating Lieutenant-Goremor admits 
tliat tuo inspection of all offices in (ho Patna Difision is in aTcrti^o yean 
difficult to acconiplulk consistently with the dne despatch of thu Commissioner’s 
own onerous ollu'O duties at l&nkinoro. Ho hu no doubt whatever that 
Mr. Forbes did as much as could, in tno interasU of gonoral efficiency, l>o done 
in tlie way of insjieciioa. 

Tlui <k)llcotoni of Fatna, Gaya, and Shahabad, which arc classified os 
largo (listrlots, should under the stanrling orders sponil four months, and the 
Collociors of the other districts of the Division at least three months, every year 
on tour. 1^1 r. Mnrphomon, (ho Collector of Gaya, complied with those orders 
and api^rs to have made useful tours and thorough inspections. The tours 
of the Collectors of Patna foil days short of the prescriLKid mininioni. 

The Collectors of Kbaiiabad wore 124 days in camp; bat out of this period 
a month was spent liy Mr. SkHno at Dumraou in making preporations tor an 
Agricultural ^how. The Agricultural Bhow at Dumraou was not of such 
iu3]>urtancu tliat it need have taken a montli of the Collector's time to make 
pruparationa for it, and the ConuiUMioner would have boon jnsitfied in shorten¬ 
ing the Collector's stay at Dumraou. The sub*<livui<mal offices in this district 
wore inspected only once in the year, which is unMitiafaclory. 

The Colloctfua of other distric’is Kpent more than tho minimum praseribod 
])orio(ls ill camp, and made biennial inspections of thoir sub-divisional offices; 
nut it is not stated, except in the <*ase of .Mr. Hopkins, whether, os required by 

tho Hoard*^ ruleH, tlioy in the cour^** of tlicir lours in4pe<*.ted Govommout ctnd 
Wordb^ cstatiM and tlic sottloiuenta in progress in their districts. Such inspec¬ 
tions are, lu (ho Lieutonant-CWonior's ofimion, of groat iioportauco, and special 
rofci oiico should be made to them in future reports. 

All SuImU visional Officers appear to have complied witli the orders of 
Govern men t iu regard to the duration of their tours. 

•h Tlio average roinfiill for tlie whole Division (40*5*1 inchfs) was slightly 
^ . above tho normal, the full in OliairiiNMtm wing 

(wi cwpi. conjftderably, tliat in Fatna aiwl Darbhiinga sliglitly 

above, and that in tho other districts u little below, the n(»rTnul. Tlio ni inf all 
WQH not, however, well distributed, being less than a fourth t)f tho normal in 
May, followed by o licavy full in the second week of .June, and by dry weuthor 
for tlio rest of that month. Tho mon^n did not n^ally break befoi'o tlio end 
of Juno. July wus norms], tho rainfall in August was almost double the 
noniuit, there >vuh un untimely cesanlion of (ho rains in 8eptcmb;jr, and a 
general failure cif tho kaUifa rains in October. 

Tiio bhadoi <;ro|Mi, which wore backward owing to tho la to sotting in of the 
monsoon, wore in many places drowned by tlio cxcossivo rains of August. Tlic 
fullII 1 * 1 ) of tlio Malfifa ruins affectoit tlio winter rice, wlueli pronilAud to be a 
buin|H'r one, but turtiod out, according to tho Coinini8sionoi’’s estiinoto, to ba 
only n 12 to 13 anna crop. A larger area than usual was sown under rubi 
cro 2 >H, and on tlid whole tlioso crofM promised well to thu end of Fabnniry, 
when several days of ubnnnnally wet stormy weather, followed in Arareh by 
oast windi and dump clmnly wuachcr, caus'd much damage and red need the 
outturn to aliout 12 mums, or tlirec-fonrlhs of an averago crop. 'J'lic outturn of 
indigo was only luilf that of the previous year, and opimn. yiolcled only a 
H-mma crop. Tho Cumiuisoionor roniarka tlutt Uio total produce of all 
crops of tlkc year was sonic what above tho average, a remark wliioh is a little 
uniutolligiblc, seeing that the yield of each harvest and of each crop in Curti 
is sold to havo been loss tlian the average.

This fact is all tlio more remarkablo when it u remoro- 
l^rcd tliat in tho districts of Dacca, liackcrgnoge, Tip|»ra, and Noakliall, which 
arc tt^must as thickly populated as Bihar, nobody will work for loss than 5 to 
6 uunas jier day.

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Bibar are etiU largely regulated eoatom, that an element of comimlaion atil] 
extata in aome parta, and t)iat many of the labourora hold patchca of land which 
bind them down to the locality in which tiio>' live, “ enabling thorn to czut 
upon smaller wages and to carry on ihoir multiplication so much the further 
before reochiDg the point below which they vauuut or wilt not deaemd."

atraitenod circumatanenaof a largo number of tite pojmUtiou usHihtod* accoidiug 
to Mr. Haro, tUu Collector of ftluaaffarpur, tlie spread of choliua, fuver^ qu< 1 otiicc 
diaooaoa. 'i'ho weila also mn low, aod tho water aruilublu for drinking was 
impure.

Comparing the totals for the entire Divinon with ihoeo for Oliittagong^ 
it appeon that in tho whole of the Patna Divimon, with a population ucarly 
foot timee u Urge oa tJiat of OliitUpng, tho numbiT uf boys at school was 
aotoalW Rmaller in the former than in the latter Division, wliile tho expenditure 
from Provincial Revenues, District Boards and Uuni<u|^ Funds, and the 
receipts from feet» were nearly double as muoli agmn as in the Chittagong 
Divisio^i. The romarkablo disparity in tho relative numbem of pupils sud the 
cost of oducatiug them in these two Diviaions is a matter that ihould engage 
the attention of tlio Educational authorities.

8ir Antony MaoDossen is |^ad to obeerre that Diftrict Boards havo 
on the whole worked satiafactorily and aaiootbJyy and that the OonmuMoher 
is in a position to report (hat many of the rntmibers who sit in the variotis 
Oommitteee arc assiduoaj in the discharge of their duties^ and transact pablfc 
bnsinesfl comcientioosly and w^l. 

The CozLzoisaionor nvc mnrh attention during bis totrrs to the work of 
tsost of the Benvhes in the Division, but on the whole was ncrt favourably 
impressed wHJi them. 'I'he chiof fault lie found was iirrgulariiy of attendance, 
resulting in frot^uent remands, musing much baraamDCDt to litiganta Ho 
recommends that j^pointoients to the rank of Honorary Kagiatrates should, 
following the rulo of other Looal Belf-Govemrnent inetitutionn, }» made for a 
term of yoare, aud that the coutinuaDce of the honour ^ould depend on the 
honest fiimbnent of the duties of the office. The matter will be considoi^ 
separately. 

3d» la connection with tho state of public fooling, the CommisAloner 
PnblkiMiiAi. SocUIwJpoU- writes that ^e relations between indigo phnrtors 
Ustl bstiiuiiM^ ^xid ruiyats have been satiafoctory; and from his 

previouH koowledge of i3ihar» 8ir Antony MacDonnell attributes tJiis improved 
oondition of things to tho zndn^co of the Indigo llenters’ Association, which 
has been used a# much in the interests of the Government os of tho industry 
itself. 

On the gcnoral condition of ]niLlic feeling in tho Division, Mr. Forbes 
wiites as follows:— 

** I rsmuksd in last year’s report that tbs Ootakabini Btbba is in theory a humane and 
barmlsM iasUtutioD, havise for its ohiMk the preteotion of tho livi s of cattle. At Ga;a.

Are night have been 
enpeotfld, the roeui^ whjOercr feeling bes ran bi^. has been to inoite the Muhannndati 
eommuoity to retaliate by a«ofi^caag, at the Bakrid ieetiTal, man oow« than ever. If the 
Deubere of the Sabha are wieei tlwy will in fnture be eairfol to confine their atlestion to 

C ily pnw^ai measure*, anoh as the estahliibxneot and support of p^njrapolee, aod they will 
ly disoonoteuaj^^ any aUempt at pro^ttpandlsm. U is neultes to mwemioate doettinee 
among the Hiodns wliicli Ibey already nthgiooelv hold, and (he only poeeible reeuH of any 
agitation of iltn kind referred to will be to eicite uUfeeling on the part of their h^ilmmiSHdan 
feiiow-conntrymea. 

**’Unfortfioit«ly the above adrioe baa not, until quite lately, been attended to. Ori (he 
eontztry, (he promob re of the flebba, c^wcially in the Onyn end Faina distriois, throughout 
the year under review, permitted the wtaiion * * * to continue unobcoked.

such circumstancM, foreign to ^ ^ religioui ferronr ci 

tbo maucet while creating an organiatioii for propagatiog thi*ii object»> and 
collecting funds which are not all expended on the maintenauou c>f kine asjluini. 
There is rcaeon to beltere that the exhortations of theee propagandists hare 
occasionally motged into incitements to uisoondnet. Am} it is not by Hindus 
alone that inflinniuatory appeals hare boon made and funds collected; in certain 
localities Muhaininadane hare also been l^meworthy in this respect, and have 
irritod Hindus into reprisals. Thus a (^tirit of mutual provocation and em- 
bittennent has been oxcited whidi has had the worst effect. This agitation, if 
begun by stnuigeTs, has been fomented and encouraged by local r^enti of 
standing and education, eomo of whose names are known to the authorities, arid 
from whom far different conduct was to bo oxp^ed. The Hindus of Biliar 
have Sir Antony tfacDonneirs sympathy in their endeavours to secure kind 
treatniont for kine, and they may be assuM of the support of Goromment in 
all legitimate efforts to restrict within the customary limits the slaughter of kine 
by non-Hindus, if these limits have been transgrosm, and to assure that kino- 
slaughter sliall not be effected, no matter what past practice may have been, in a 
way to outrage Hindu feeling. Already some progiess has hiou made in tliis 
dirccdon, witli tho oordial asaistance of the leaders of tbe Muhammudan com¬ 
munity. But notliing except evil can come from an attempt to coeroo non- 
Hindus into submission to ultra-Hindu views in this matter, or fiom mothois of 
agitation which are incompatible with the maintenance of law and ordor in 
tbe localitioa concerned. < 

Tho pirticipatore in riots esn bo pomshed by tho Orimmal Courts. The 
lomentors of dh^turbanco and their dupes can be hold to security for thca good 
behaviour, though tlie law in this ri»pect is somewhat defectiro. The public 
tranquillity in a tract which is in a distarbed and dangerous state may be pre¬ 
serve by quartering additional police in it, and the Officiating Lieutenant* 
Governor has been oonipelled to adopt this latter course in regard to the tract 
of country about Knath in the ShaJutbad district, in which, although several 
riotOTs on both sides were convicted and punished, the itato of fouling is still 
BO disturbed and dangerous that a fresh outbreak may at any niomont occur. 
But His Honour is oonsoious of the imperfections of this |)roc>odure, wliicb, 
as the law now stands, does not nfficioutly discriminate between tho innooont 
and tho guilty so far as the apportionment of costs goes. In most of tho 
great saniinduris which are controlled by proprietors of high position, loyalty 
and intelligence, the authorities oxt^erienco amoll difficulty in coimoxioii witli 
this agitation. These sauiindars throw their iniluenco into the scale in favour of 
law and order, and justify tlie relaxation of tiiose onerous police duties whioli 
were imposed on the proprietors of land by immemorial oostom and the 
ileoenniot Hotllument, but of which tlicy were partially exonerated by tlie 
earlier liogiilutions. Some large prf^rietors, however, have not deservod so well, 
while outsido the groat samiudaris tho subdivision of landod property in 
Bihar bai gone very far. Proprietary rights have fallen largely into the 
bonds of persons who, though grown rich under British rule, seem to have 
forgotten the dutua which attached to the proprietary status under the 
customaiy law of the land. It is in those estates and in the towns that agita* 
lion is most provulcnt and threatens to be least manageable. Tiie question of 
local responsibility in towns must bo sepmtely considered: here llis Honour 
win say that without tho active co-operation of tiie umalter landlords, who form 
tho bulk of the pronrictary body in Bihar, it is difficult for the authorities to 
check the grow'tn oi disturbing Influonccs; and as the law at present stands, 
this cooperation cannot in all <«sea be enforced. 

There is another aspect of t)>6 question which desen*09 consideratum. The 
Cow-Protection movemeot in some decree bases its claims upon economte grounds. 
I lays streas partly upon the diminution and deterioration which are oOeged to 
be taking place in the agricultural cattle of India, as a result of the encroach¬ 
ment of cultivation upon the old villas pastures, and portly, It is atated^though 
ibis allegation Hoetns to be uofoundeo'-^f the heavy duty levied on scat. 
This seems to point to improvements in the breed, pasturage, and treatment of 
cattle, as promising some rolief from the evils compluDed of, and opening up a 
prosp^ of aome mitigation of the agitation. This of course most m a wore of 
time, aud H would bo premature for the OoTamaicnt to attempt to forecast at 
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ihe preset mouoat the preetie mettliiTM which mij be found oeoewnrj* Dr« 
Voeloker*]^ Report on Inolea Agrioultore, which daala with the «nbj octet leng:th, is 
itill ander the coiuideretioii of the OoremoMUt of India, an d no final docuion hae 
been arriTed at regarding tbo aotion to be taken upon it. NovertholoM the 
Officiating Lioiitenant-Ooremor faopoe that aomo form of Ooromment action 
will be deviled with the objeot of prooiotii^ ^e welfnro of cattle in India, and 
if the Cow Protection aocietiee wodd aieooiitn tiioouclTee with the Qorommout 
in an endoaroar to aecore tbroughont the pnrrinoe the butter treatment of cattle, 
the joint effort might be produodte not Mly of material gO(^ to tbo country, 
but might lead to some meant of allaying the embittcrod conflicts whioh now 
embroil tbo two main aeotiona of the popomtion in certdn poKinna of Bilmr. 

9T. Apart from tho oxcttement connected with ihe kinu-killii^ agitation, 
the principal anbjeota diacuaaed by the educated olaaaov wei^) ilw abolition of 
the jury ^atem, the election of memboxe to iha Prorlnoial Lo^lntlvo Councit, 
and the Cadaatral Surrey. On the latter sobject tho Collector of MusaSarpiir 
hai the following remarva, in which the Coauniaaioner of tho Dinaion goaorully 
agreei:^

** tba comparatiraly low condition of tha ra^ata and tha peiaantry in thaaa parta ia dua 
largely to (ba want of an aooarata raooid of ara taoura and each raiyat'a holding witbin au 
aat^a, and of tha atatos of ava^ one who hat righta in the land and tha rent paid by aaoh 
raiyat to tha tanm^boldv. That tha objaot of tba QorarnixLeBt ia limply to lupply thia 
want ia now undentood by tha tanaota and landlorda alike.” 

The Surrey and Record of Rights in Bihar hoe oooupiod much of the 
Officiating LLontenant-Ooreraor’i time and attention, and he nae now, with the 
consent of the Goremnient of India, pnUiahod a fall exproieion of his riews on 
the whole subject, both in its past and fntore aapecCe* 

28. The conduct of aamindars on the whole is reported to have been 
^ ^ . . . satisfactory, except in certain localities where tlioir 

Ceadaet af MHuadan. action in oonnectioQ witli spread of the agitation 

on kine-kllling was not luoh as to merit eommendtition. 

Only tho briefest mention is made of the relations between indigo planters 
and the laiyati, which are said to continne to bo peaceable. An aggravated naso 
of auanlt by some villagori on a European planter occurred in Chamittrao, 
but this is stated to have l^o the ootoome of a personal grudge, and to have 
hod nothing to do with indigo. 

The district of Ghamparan anffered a great loss during tho year in tlio 
doath of the Mtdiaraja Sir uorandra Kishor Singh Boliadur, of Bettialu tie 
was,” aa Mr. Forbes romarks, ** a kind and oonmuoratu master; as a landlord ho 
was uniTorsolly tored and respected by his tenantry.” In this oulogium 
Sir Antony McDonnell entirely concm; for porsoi^ and public rcoaons ho 
deeply regr^ the Maharajah early death. 

The Officiating ycuteoant-GoTemor thanks tho CommlmdoDor for lus 
full report. Tho lucoesifal administration of tho Patna Division ia always un

3. Thongh the raioLdl was, except in Pitru short of that of tho previous 

_ ^ . year, which wia iisolt below tbe average, the outturn 

Wtottisf Md Owpa ^ winter rice—the most important crop of the Din- 

fioD—lA reported to hare beoi far better. The OommwrionCT sospocts that in 
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the reports of eetituted onttwB of crops, 16 cmm ii treated u a bumper inrteed 
of beicg regarded as an avenge crop. Hiis is a point to which Ihe attention 
of the Director of the Agrieoltazal Departmeait has already been directed. 

4. The ptiblio healu wee bad, the death-rate increased from 35*0 por mille 

» I89i to 39*0 in 1899, the increase being shown 
in all divots. Deat^ from cholera rose from 7,085 
to 46,919. The increased mortality is attributed to long-cootinu^ drought, 
hraokishnoss of drinking water re^ti^ fraa the ^clono-wave of 1891, and to 
unwholesome food, bat is, the Oootmiffioner thinks, in no way caused by tbe 
iz^QX of pilgrims. The number of recorded deaths from cmaU nox inorowed 
from 4,990 m 1891-99 to 6,551 during 1899 93, while the number of persons 
▼aocisated decreased from 95,994 to 43,875. The Lioutenant-Govemor will 
await tbo explanation called for by tbe Gomtnisrioner regarding this remaikable 
falling off in raocinatioo. 

5. Tbe CoUeoton of tbe Division are of opinion that tbe unusually high 

^ . , priooi of food-grams cansod hardship to Uie poorer 

classes, relating in a ooosideiablo incieese of tbefts 
and house-breaking. In Cuttack the Collector sa^ that the landlords and 
mabajaos between them took practically all the nuyata* crops in satisfaction 
of their demands; in Puri tM throwing oprn by Government of waste land 
for ioila (tezuporaiy) cultivation greatly assistod the aborigines without injuring 
the fore^ ; while in part of BoLasore oonsideiable distress was felt among tbe 
poorer dasses, Bono advances ware made to cultivators for ])urcbase of seed- 
grain, and small but sufficient relief works were opened by t)u> District Board.

From 
what 1 hare gathered from fiettlwnont Offleva 1 do not think their elai^ are made out; but 
by fores of itoratiou tbo tiow of the people bas become tbo tiow of tbe oflUiials, and all crop 
rrtoma appw to npport it There wore not wanting tbe usual Ticuntudoa to tsope in this 
Diriaion during 1809-93. Th» nuifill is mid to have beon deflotent at oowisg time, both in 
the ease of ear^ and lats rice, and in (luttaok enoomive in luJy, reaulting in duod^ which did 
some damage. There was al^ the not anusual risitsdioa of (wterrill^bllgbt in Onttaok. 
The only distriot in wbuh there was any Mlure of sropa neoeatitating offinal iDterferonoe 
was Baiaacio, where there was a oomplste faibue of otqw m sobm villages, whieh was effootually 
dealt with by Mr. Gomkli, witb^t, & btiieve, the etpemditore of muw mosey in roliof. Tbo 
natter was of so tririsl a nature ♦W tho Dirtriot Offioar does not ralate how tbo tcaroity wu 
met. It is worthy of note that in spife of thia the two main rioe crops aro roported to have 
been more favourable in BaUsore than in tither cd the other dutriots. 1 oac only repeat that 
1 believe that tho oorract fonomtion of an average wop n not undsntood in Onsia, eepoclaUj 
in ti)e Cuttack aud }fiai offic^^' 

Tbo doily wage of a common agricultural labourer varies from 1 anna 6 pie 
to 3 annas a day in Balasore, 9 annas 6 pie to 3 annas in Cuttack, and was 
4 annas in Puri, whitdi, though not so low M in Bihar, is considerably less thra 
that which prevails in most ^ 

6. Tim prindpal manufacture is that of salt, which is made in the islands 

of tho ChOka lake, under tbe sopervirion of the Salt 
ICHrafocUiM. Trsdo, sad Ca- Department. The eyttem of direct manufecture 

was introduoed during tho year, and worked satis¬ 
factorily. There was a decline of 16 per cent, m tho total value of tlie sea- 
berae trade, which is attributed partly to decreased demand from Madras ports^ 
whore most of tiie {ffevious yearns rice went from Puri, and partly to the 
openiog up of tho Bengal-Nag^ Railway, which carried rice that would other¬ 
wise have Doen exported vis Cuttack.

Mr. Cooko thinks that tho Uriyas not only lire b^tor, but tliat they spend

niittod though thom^ and that they sbonld also bo oouaultod at tho diMorotion of 
tho Beaid on other qucHtioDs of niomont. 

2. Tke Excite ComftM$vmer.—^T. Wesimar^tt wua in cJmrgo of tho oiheo 
of Excise Committfionor at tlie coiinnunneinont of tbo year under ro]>oi*tf but on 
the dth April 1802 be went oti fuiiough and Hr. tSamuolls oetod in liis ploco. 
On the 20th August Hr. Weitinacott rojoined Lis dnix>intnu>nt and Ikolil it ukitil 
tho 3rd March 1893, when ho made oror charge to Hr. Krishna Govinda Gnotn. 
'i'hoao throe officura spont altogether tlC days on tour, daring wlucli tnoy 
visited 35 out of tiie 46 diidricbi in the province, tlie diiftricts of tlio Fatna 
Dividon, and also Bhagalpur, Honghyr and Khulna, being twice visittKl. No 
explanation is given of tbo Hmallnew of the total, thougli it is short of tlio 
proACXilkod nunimam by 34 days. The appaiont want of Kyrtvm in Uio tours is 
said to be duo to the clianpo of oMccn, and also to tlko fact tliat tbo western 
districts, which wore twice viritod, aro anioug tiio moot iinportant in tliu pro* 
vinco from an oiciso point of view. 

3. Suherdi^U in tho provious year, Hpodal Excise Deputy Col¬ 

lectors wore employed in eightcon diatrieto, bosicIcA two as IiisjxK^rH of (ixinso 
and one os PoTSoual Assistaut to tho Exdso Cuiumiwioncr: thus the full number 
sanctioned by the Seu^ry of State was enbulinned. lu lost ycur’s Kosolu* 
tion tho Excise Comniisaoncr was reqooetcd to statu more fully in fnturo how 
theso Special Doputy Collectors were employed, but iliusc orders have not been 
cwried out x frai paragraph 179 of his report, however, it ap^Kiars that in 
eleven districts these officors were out on tour for periods varying from 120 
to 280 days ^the highest limit boing roachud by Bobu Prokutdr Chmidor Key of 
Patna), and m the remaining, seven districts tlio toars occnidoil from 61 to 
119 days. Tho Lioutenant-Govemor observes witli sarisfactinn tliai out of tlio 
twenty^two dirtricts in which Deputy Goliectoa in tho regular Jitk» wore t^iigug* 
ed on excise work, in only four districts was tlio minununi of bO dnys’ touring 
not rouohcd or exooeded. 

4. TJio Exciso CommiMioiior laments tlio fact tliat owing lo tUc^ compan- 
tive unpopularity of tlio deportmont, Uio spociol ofilcvrs iijijKimtod to it ore 
woart to leave it just at tlio tune wb<pi, having iniisu»n*d tlm devils of tlioir 
work, thoy have begun to be usofii), aod urges tlio nccvsiuty of including tlio 
higher peud appointments also in the cadre of a closu Ijicisc DejArtmont* 
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13ut, os tho Board pcdiit out, except in tho tcz^ beaTiest district, admioia- 
tmtiiju of oxcuc, ufoD i^on omobinod with tho BOMirudon of income-tax 
w<»rk, dotis not occupy tlie foU time of ono officer, and tliorefore if Mr. Gupta^a 
ecficQio wore adoptra, it would be nccaaary to appoint one officer to hare 
of exciac work in serond dutririK-»an arrmngomont Vfaich would inTolye 
confumon of jarudiction and would tend to take out of the handa of Colleotors 
tliu au]>ervtidoii of uxdM in thoir diatricta—a result highly to bo deprecated. 
Koujo of tfio difficultio^ pointed out by the Excue Commiaaionor would no doubt 
bu nutigutod if the special officora could Bo reliorod aa far aa powiblo of 
mogintoriul dutio% and on this a(d>j('vt tlio Boord promise a furthor rcferoncoi 
Tho whole question lias the continual attention of too lieutenaut-OoTornor, wlio 
is well awaru of tho niorita and domcrita of the present systom, but as at prescDt 
advised considors tliat tlie former outweigh the lalior. 

5. At tho commoncoDiont of iliu year under report there wore fifteen 
spociul Sub*Doimty CoUoctors ia cha^* of distilleries, but owing to rovision of 
ostabliHhmcDt aud to tho abolitioo, aiiuv the closo of the year, of tho Hooghly and 
Hanicktolla distillorics, tlio number luu now been reduced to ton. The S}>ooial 
Exoiao Sub-lnspoctors employed on tho Bail way succeoded in dotocting some 
cases of opium smuggling, but the Board arc not satisfied with their work on 
the whole, aud arc of opinion that they should be placed under the orders of 
the luspo^r-QcoonLl of Police- A w^parato report should be submitted on the 
subject. From tbo 1st July 1893 tlio grade systom was introduced into the 
Exeixe Miuistorial establish uicnt, wliidi was made Provincial and divided into 
three branches, vis., Executive officers, Distillery offidals, and Office establish¬ 
ment. Tlio rtchuMie will not cemo ^ninplctcly into force at onco, but is to be 
carriod iuto oiTci’t us vacaiKoos and jmimotioiiB take place.

The final estimates for tho year were as followsRoooipts Bs. 1,00,60,000 
and Ditibm^omuuU Ks. 6,63,000, giving an eetimaied not rorenuo of 
Bh. 1 , 02 , 68 , 000 , but tlio actual not ruvmuo for the year oxcoeded tbo final 
estiinato by Bh. 6,64,433, and was turgor than iu any of tho four procoodiog 
^eam. Tlus remilt cannot but be rogurdud as satisfaetozy, for as far as can bo 
judged no stimulus has been ^ven to consumptiou, while in tho case of 
.dis^lcry liquor, oguutry rum, ganja and bhang, the incroaso in revenue lias 
boon obtuiood concurrently with a docroase in consumption. Tho charges wore 
Rs. 7,550 less than those for 18B1-93. Tho main docroaso occorrod'in tho 
oxpondituro on rewards aud on potty construction and repairs, while on account 
of Cravelliiig allowanoe to officers th^ was a furthor zncreaso of Bs. 6,570 on 
last yooPs figuroi. 

^7. In aocordanoo with tho orders of Qovomment communicated to tho 
Board in May last, a statement ^ been nvon k tho report under roviow, com* 
paring tho actual net receipts in eacli DiviiioD in 1661-93, after oxcludisg 
advanco collections: the figura aro given below, like F^douoy Division tak^ 
the fint place, os its figuree inolude thoeo of Calcutta, and tho Chittagong Diviston 
U at the other end of the list.

of fixing Worohand tho ups^ prices to be demanded feg* them, and allowing no 
deviation there&om. Experience has, it is stated, shown that an inelastic system 
of this is not conducive to any substanrial decrease in consumption, while 
it is oxtremely detrimontal to Qovemment, since the only persons who 
benefit by shops remaining unlei are the neighbouring Uoensoos, who obtain 
theroW an altogether unintended and unoamod profit The Ofiaciating Licite- 
nant'Govcraor is not quite ooovinced of this, and views with suipiolou an 
increase in dio number of shops, nalem justifiod by exoeptioniU reasons of 
special and not of gen^ appbet^on. B o figuius are supplied by the Board 
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to show tbe imouat of cotmtiy liqncv iMod fma ontstillB, lod it ii ’^ertfm 
izDpoMible to oompan the amounte eontDined jear hj yearj but in the cireum- 
ftanoee it&ted abor^ it i» oUitoed that the i^mee of ah^ does not neoeteanl^ 
iDeaD a oorrenpondine iscreaae of ooomnption. But the onua of provuig thta 
lay on tho excise utoorities, and it has not been diKharped. It is eatisfeotory 
to observe that the reyenoe from distiHeriee showed an increase of Rs. 
or 1*6 per cent., wbiJo the issues of distillerT liquor fell from 8l4j4d9 to 736,107 
mas gallons, or by 9 6 per oent. It is olear Uiat to some extent a stroom 
uquor is bcin^ distlRed) which is, howern, it is beliored, diluted before i^, 
and the figures quoted fully justify the recent action of Qoremment in altexing 
tho manner of levying the distUlei^ fee. 

12. In last year's Koeolution ^ following points were specially noted 
and discussed 

(1) The reetriotioD of still and vat cepadtiea. 

(2 The issue of liquor at fixed stron^h. 

(3 The fixing of minimum retail prices. 

(4 The roto of distillery foes. 

(5 The desirability of distilling weak Kquor at GoTemment distilleries. 

The first point has been dispoeed of by an order of Govenmout doing 
away with all restrictions on vat capacity from the beginning of tho current year, 
and allowing CoUect<»s, with the sanction of the Excim Commutsioner, to 
permit the use stills of any rise. There is abundant evidence to show that 
these restrictions were frequently evaded, and that in comparison with tho 
trouhlfl and Wossmont which they involved, the advantages they were believed 
to secure were quite insignificant The expedient of fixing a minimum retail 
price below which distillery Uqnor should not be sold at the licensed shops was 
condemned in the Reeolntion last year, and hss now been given up; W as 
regards ontetills, it is reported that the S 3 nitem has not yet ^n altogether 
abandoned. The lioutenant-Oovcmor is unable to andorstand in what manner 
tho Excise Commissioner expects effectually to rarry out such an order iu the 
case of outstille, and a report should be submitted on the point. In regard to 
the distilleiy foe, tlie question was discusded during the yesr whetlier a fes on 
stills, or a M on oecli gross galhm of Umor distilled, or a fee on each gallon 
of IxndiiD'proof liquor, was the most advisable. After the close of the year the 
Board suggested tho iotsl abolition of the fee, but In the event of that course 
not being adopted, they recommended the levy of a higher fee on each gallon 
of London.proof liquor. The Lieuteoaot^GoTunior accepted the latter sugges* 
tion, and approved of the levy of a fee of 2| aonss cafcolatcd on each gnlion 
of London-proof spirits; at the seine time^ in view of the induoomonte to illicit 
manufaciure arisii^ from the high price of distilleiT liquor in oerfain specified 
districts, orders wero passed that in thoee districts the prosont system should be 
maintainod and a foe of 1 anna per groes ^bu be levied as now. The second 
and the last of the questions raiW aMve were dealt with by ibe issue of 
instructioiA that tho distillation of strong liquor wtf not to bq encouraged, but 
that the abkan were to bo allowed to distil Uqucff to suit tho tasto of^their 
customers, and District Officers have accordingly dood asked by the Excise 
Oommisrioner to report what reduced strengths tney would propow with a view 
to carrying out tneee orden. The Excise Commissioner ^oos nut prosi 
distillation or the issue of liquor at fixed strengths, because he sa^ such an ordc!r 
would be inoperative unleM sappleinented by others forbidding tho dilution 
of liquor before mle.

oQtodlu duriott the period ondor coondeiutioii, the high-priced diatiliery liquor 
being beyond tho meana ^ the aToiuge cojxBiimor. Aa a oonBoqaouce of 
high yrioe^. ilHcit dietiHation appeoia to have booD^mraloot, and it wu fowd 
neceaaary to raiiitrodnce ootatilb in oertain ^Id tracte of Bankara and 
Kidnaporo. Tho atatemeni above sho^ that aa ^e rereuoe from spirita has 
declined, so haa that from tari and pacbwai riaon; so that the ultimate loss to 
Oovermnent has only amounted to na. 36,760. 

14. Inhere waa an increaae of revenoe in all the distriots of tho Freiidenoy 
DiTiaon except Moiahidabad. The advance waa greatest in Calcutta and 
tho 24-PargaQa8, and in both instanoee it is aaoribed partially to tho oqualijEation 
of the duties on ram and c ountry qiirita, and so far tho incroase oau^ no 
actual profit to Govornmeut. Few oases of anurcUng were detected, but ibe 
Ocdloctor of Nadia thinks that outstill liquor is orou^t into tho district from 
Paboa and Eajabahi, and both smuggling and illicit distillation are euepocted in 
Morshidabad, thoQg^ no cases wpre detected.

In thia tract there was a deeroase in tiie number of ontstilli from 
376 to 871, and ^ revenue doolined by Ra. 6,983. In Dtrje^ing the 4aiii>g 
ofl is sai d to be due to the abolition of two outstOls: pMwai shops were 
opmed in ttead, and the increase of revenue from paohwai xnore than 
eomponaated for ^ loss on ooontiy spirits. In Dacca the dktiUety system 
coDWi^ to be in force thfou^out the Divisioo i the number of shops 
increased fraiu V99 to 218, and the levnue from Rs. 2,06,172 to Ra 2,18,69o.

Tbil ii tlio second irifnninl ropoH on the workiog of tbo VnccinAtion 
Depnrtinont in Bengal, prepared under instmotions contained.in the lloMolntion 
of itie GoTomment of ludm, Home Doporlniont, No. 28*1579*93, dated 15th 
July 1887. It is sulitnitted by Soi^cou-Caiitain H. J. DyHon, (officiating 
Sanitary CoromiaHioncr, Bengal, in the absence, on forlough, of tUu pemmuont 
incumbent, 8urgoun-Lieuteiiaut-0>loael W. U. Gregg. Thu Uttor officer Nras 
ID charge of the Deportment daring tho wbnin period under review, and 
Saloon-Captain Dyson thcreforu labourM under tlie disadvatitago of having to 
write a report on operations which wero carried on in a province of which ho 
had no previous knowledge, and during a period when he saw notidng of tho 
working of the ]X*]iartntout. 

2. The LioaUmont-GoTomor rogrots that ho £s again compolhid to notico 
tho groat unpnnctaality witli which tlnn report has been submitted, for it was 
due to GoTCTDinent on tho I6t)i Juno, but was not roooived uutiJ tho lOtli 
October. Tho cxplanatioti given of tliis delay is fliat, under the umngecionts 
recently introducou, tho rotumH had for tJio first time to bo subinitted by Civil 
Surgeons and other oifierrs new to tho work, and that much difficulty was 
experienced in obtiuning the correct figures. Tlio Lioutonaut-Govcnior is 
aware that there have been exceptional difficulties in ootlocting tho materials 
for tho present report, but ho obsorres that in 1891 and 189:^ also thu report 
was submittod after Uio due date, though not so late as in tho present caso. His 
Honour must insist on future ropoHs Wiig submitUd witJiunt fail on tlio duo 
date, and doidros tliat tho Sanitary ConunieduDer will forward for his iuforma- 
tion the names of thono officers who wore roi|>onsiblo for the delay under 
notico.

Tho figures for tho year under report 
confimi tho opinion then expreasod, for neither tlio rnateriaf ermdition nor tlic 
health of tho pcojile Lato oeea much better in 1899*93 than in tho yi'ur 
tmjriousj yot tlio total nambor of oporations during 1892 93 inuruaHod by 
190,323. Whatoyer the came of the falHng off was in 1891*92, it would Ijutc 
been posriblo to hope that the recoyory in tlio year under report would bo 
permanent owing to the cloeor interest and more offeotivo suporrision tliat can 
now be oxcruiHca by Civil Surgeons, hadii not boon that this influunco has been 
exert od in a very unequal mannor in different districts. The statODient in 
paragraph r> of tho report, which giyes the number of operations in each district, 
shows groat fluctuations from year to yttr in tho same district, and extra¬ 
ordinary yoriations between dutricis 'befloyed to be not dissimiJar in regard 
to population and gonoral charaot^istics. The atmoal ayerage of vaccinations, 
for instance, during the three years 1690^3 was in Jeesore 26*6 per thousand of 
tho popuIattMi, and in the next district, Bot^ergnogo, only 16*3. Saren, agnin, 
baa 26*7 and Champarui 17*3, and Palma shows 34*8 to the 27*^ of l^ra.

Dr. Dyson suggrNts, with some sliow 
of reason, that the differenoo between tho average imnibc^r of njMimiioiib |M)r* 
furmod by a Government raccinabir and by a licensed vaccinator is duo to tlio 
fact that the former operates froo of chaigo in now areas whoro thoi*o is no 
difiicuJty in getting subjects, and there is no doubt that the fee of 2 annas 
charged by Ucensod vaccinator is strongly rosentod by most of tlioso fn>iu 
whoro it is demandoU, sinuo thoy consider it the iomlt of HpuUation added U> 
tho injury of unnecessary pain.

10. These figures compare Terr unfavourably with the rtalisfira for oilier 
provinceo, for whereas in Bengal in 1892-98 tlio number of ojHfmtioiiK purformod 
Dy each vaccinator of whatever class aroragod only 682, tlio CguraH oWwlwni 
were as fallows:—Punjab 2,747, CentraJ I'rovincos 1,887, harth-Weslem 
l^viuoee 1,349, and Assam 927. Furthermofo, tho number of vaccinators Iniro 
the following ratio to every 100,000 of the population in each of tbo pri)viiu!is 
quoted:—Assam 3*8, Bengal 8-7, Central Provinces 2*4, Korth-Wcsicni I'm vine w 
1*7 Punjab 1*4.

Tho Civil SurgooD of Datea, in view of those rwilts, suggests tbo nooesrity of 
fieipient ro-voi'clnation uoUl suscoutibility w stamnod out. Tho gist of Dr. 
Dyson's rculy is that if onu attack of sniall pux uoos not nociiuorily confer 
iinii ttti ty from a second attack, It is only roasonable that it should not doccs- 
sarily rend r impossiblu a subeoquont snccessful vaccination: stiU less will one 
sucevi-sful vucciuution noccssarily prevent a second successful YrnKniintion. Dr* 
DyMou (Inotes inKtanccs and statistics, which show conclusively that ro« vaccina¬ 
tion at the ago of |>nburty prucileally gmnis complete immunity fromsmull-pox, 
and ho <lrawit tlio. iviuclusion that even, if eontinnoua vaccination is thoorot- 
ically correct, it is neither practicablo nor noecicary. Uo Anally rooommends 
that alt school children of over ten years of ago, and all Oovernment cmlpoyds, 
should hour tlie nuirk of successful re-vaednation.

Tho Hon^uu; Bin. Cottun repHcd:— 

^^The names of gazetted officers, Europoan, Eurasian and pore Natives of 
India employed under tho Goveminent of Beii^L with the salaW oach officer 
recoiveS; aro given in tho Bengal Quarterly Civil list, which is available to tho 
public. To furuish similar information in ro^d to non-gazetted officers as 
well os tho information contaiuod in the Civil List in tho form stated in the 
question would involve protraetod enquiry and too entortaiument of an extra 
cstabliihnieDt. tbs labour and cost of which the Govemmout is not prepared to 
incur. But ix the Bon^lide Member yriO restrict his eziqui^ to toe Civil Servioe 
of India, tlio Pruvinoial CiviJ Service and the Subminato Civil Servioe in 
Bengal, so far os the number of Europeans, Eunuuans and Natives of India is 
concerned, tlio information can bo procured without much difficulty, and will be 
auppliod.^’

INCREMENTS TO OITICERS OF THE EDUCATIONAL SERVICE. 

The Hon^blb Baott Subbkdeajiath Barrbjrb askod— 

Whether a ciitnilar was issued a fow months ago by the Director of 
Public Instmction to tfie officers of tlio Education Dg{>artnicnt, stop|niig tho 

mcrououtA to which tUoy wore ontitlodj (^) whgther cpn the prot^^'tt ul hoo^o 
officoTfl of tho superior graded soxTico tho aborc circular wbh witlidrawu os 
regards all sucli oHicers of tiiat service, allowing thorn tho increments to wliich 
they were ontitled; fc) whothor tho same circular wan kept in force as regnids 
officers of tlio Subordinate Service, thus dopriviiig tliem of tho inuroTnonte to 
which they woro cntitlod, on the ground that a new sclnmie Imd boon Mubniittod 
to tho Government of India, reiuodclling tho Subordinate Graded Service of the 
Education Deiurtmout; (d) whothor the schomo regulating the salorius of both 
branches of tho ^tigal hMucational Sorvico, SoiH^rior and Sul)on]in»te, recoivi^ 
tho sanction of the Socrotary of State, and whetlxor sudi sanction has boon with* 
drawn in rusj)cet of cither ox theso bruches of tho sorviou? 

Tho HoR’nt^ M8« Cotton replied:^ 


Some muapprohonsion nnpoan to oxist on tho part of thu Ifon1)lo Member 
in regard to tliis question, widen makos it impoMlilo for loo to give cntogorii^al 
roplios. Tho facts arc, ho?rovor, as follows:—The Oorommont in sanctir^ning 
promotions from Umo to tinio in the Subordinate Elucational Survico has 
passed oidors to tho offoct tliat *tlio amtngimiotiht saiictionud worn subject 
to tho introduction of cliangOM in tlio Subordinate Educational Sorvico and 
convoyod no claims to progrcttuvowklurioe.’ Those orders were by an oversight 
mado &])plicahlo in cortain casos to ofHcors of tho Suj)orior l*lduoational Service, 
but tho mistake was at once corrected as soon os it was brought to notice 
unofficially by tho Director of i^lbUc Instruction. On tlio IStU Fcliniary lust 
tho following instructiuris woro issued in reply to a loticr from the Duvrtor, 
asking for an authoritative intorprotation ^ tiio Govommont orders on the 
subje^:^ 


* The ordon wore intondod to convoy that, wlton an officer is promoted 
to a higher grade in the Subordinate Educational Sorvico, he enters it ou tho 
understanding that the system of incHnnents is iimUibly coming to on oikI, and 
tbit no incromont will bo given till tins ia decided; this ruling woh nuwsHsary 
in Older to prevent oomplications arising when tlio Educational Service is re¬ 
organised. It does not apply to tho Superior Educational Sorvico, uh to whi^ 
no snob proposals for abolishing progrossive salarios have boon mado by this 
Govemmont. 


* It ehonlJ therefore bo undeivtood that promotinim from a lower to a higher 
grade of tho Subordinate Educational Scrrico, either acting or permanent, 
will carry with thorn no title to progrearive in the higher grade, but those 
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who now hold acting appomtmentc, and who hare already drawn incroaento in 
tho mdos io which they are ao acting, will coDtinne to draw any inoroiuenta 
wtud,\ they may be ondtlod in thoie gwea.’ 

Thia answer ia giron in reply to sub'heada (a), (5) and (r) of the Hon1)1e 
Momhcr'a queation. 

The reply to sub-head (d) ia that the acheme for re-organiaing the Educa¬ 
tional Somce in Bengal, which affects both branches of the Department as 
at present oonstituted, hiu not yet boen aanotioned by the Secretary of State/’

Whether the attention of tho Qovommont haa been called to the note 
published hr Mr. R. C. Dutt of the Buitgal Civil Serrioe on the separation of 
judicial and executive funotiozii in tho adminiatmtion of original justice, and 
whether tho Qovemmont proposoe to tako any, if so, what, action in connection 
with tho matter ? 


The TIoh’dle Mb. Cortos replied:— 

^^The attention of OoTemment boa been drawn to Hr. R. C. Dutt’s note 
by a communication on tho subject from die Secretary to the Indian Association, 
but the Lieutenant-Governor is not in a position at present to make any state* 
moot regarding it.” 


RELIEF MEASURES IN EASTERN BENGAL. 


Tho Hon * 914 : JUau Subekdrakath Bahbrjbe asked— 

Will tho Qovommout state wliat advances under ihu^gnoultoral Loans 
Act Itavo been mado in tho following districts:—Barisal,randpur, Noakhali 
and Tippora, and what tucauurea of relief have boon adojitod in the aforortaid 
districts (1) by ^o Government, (3) by tlio District Boards, and, lastly, by 
tho local zaminuon? 


The Hon’ble Mr. Cotton replied:— 

**l'here ia no distress in the Daces or Chittagong Divieions which calls for 
special moacnirca on the part of Govonimdht, nor is thoro such distress anywhere 
except in a uonceotrated area, and among a limited uudiUt of poople in the 
Bhil tracts of the Faridpur and Backergunge districts. Tho following sums for 
advances under the Agncuhurists’ Loons Act have boon allotted to the districts 
enumoratod in tbo Hoodie Membor’s queation—

Public works hafve been started under the District Boards in accordance 
with tho procedure prescribed for anch circumatances, but as yet few labourers 
have appeared on them. Relief contres havo also been opened in tho aroas 
referred to. Tho sum of Ks. 10,000 haa boon placed at tho disposal of the 
Commissioner of Dacca for oxpendituro on charitable lelief to be giunted in aid 
of district funds and public subscripiiotis should these prove insufficicDt It haa 
been reported to Goromment that somo, not all, of the principal aamindars have 
been asking their tcnautiy with liborality. The Officiating Lioutenont- 
Governor ia satisfied that w meaauree taken amply meet the nocauities of 
the case.” 


ANTLKINE.KILUNQ AGITATION. 


Tho Hok’dlr Babu SuBfisnsAKATii Bakeubb asked— 

Whether the Goromment will orgoniso conciliation comraittoes on the model 
of thoso recently ostablisb^ in tiie North-Weetern Provincos in such ^ricts 
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when then hen been eow-hfUing riota or ^kere nob distasbanoefl are appro- 
bended, and whether GoTemawt will etato iriiat neaanree it propoaes to 
take for the Bcoorin^ of order and the eatabbabmcnt of hamonv betwoon the 
ootnmnfiitiee in oonfliot with each other in the aloroeaid distrioU r 

The Hob’blb Mb. Cottob replied 

So long ago u the 8th Soptomber laat a circular waa uaued to local 
ofioen, requeetmg them to oonaider whether m TilUgee where tbe Gaur- 
akhshi^ moToraont had attained anj ooniiderable dorolopment, and animoeity 
betwwn Hiodoe and Huhammadaoe wu likoly to ariee or had aruon, it 
would not be poedble to oonititute inmobayate or conciliation oommitteee 
of the loadbg momben of the Binaa and Mpbommadao oommimitiee for 
tbe purpoee dl promoting matnal forbearance and peacofd relatione. The 
Offleuting Lioutenaot-GoTeraor regi^, howerer, to cay that, owing to the 
embittered etate of local feeHog, his efforts in this diroction bare been 
attended with scant suoceas.' His Honour’s riowa on the maiutonance of 
order and tho ettabliebment of harmony between the oommunitus in conflict 
with one another hare already been published, and he has uothiug to add to 
them at pr^ent. The district officers bare been instructed to coerce the law 
with energy against tho instigators and promoters of any disturbance.” 

BEKGAL MUNICIPAL ACT, 1884, AMENDMENT BILL. 

Th9 Hoh’bls Mb. Corrov moved that tbe Hon’ble Mr. Bourdillon be 
appointed in tbe place of the Uom'bls Mb. Rislct to the Sfeloct Committee on 
toe Bill to amend the Bengal Honicipal Act, III of 1884.

n imuwry. preceding year. Tlio report of tho ComttuMlouer of 

Chota Nagpur to tho Board was again Into by 21 dayB ; that of the CotnmisBionor 
of Dacca was not rocoirod by tho Board till six weok^ after tlio dato on 
which it was due, whilo tho stai^micnt showing the working of tlio Ccrtiilcate 
Department for Dacca u'us not funiishod by Uk 3 Conunissioucir till 28th 
August. 

Certain suggostions made by Goyomment in connection with the Report 
for 1891-92 for the impreyemont of tho tables embodied in tbu Report and its 
appendices have been duty carnoil uni in tlio prosent Uoport. 

The number of Words* estates under oliargo of the Court of Wards was 74 
and ^Attached catatos GO, against 75 and G9 ruspoctiyeSy in 1891-92; them 
was thus a docronso of uno in tlio former and of three in the latter. 

2. Tho total demand for revenue and cosses duo to Goyomment was

contago of current payments on current demand wasOO'O againnt Dd*G in the yoar 

1891-92. There was a laigo increase in tbobalonco, which ammintud to Rm. 47,800 

against Rs. 12,828 in the*precoding year. Tho basudobpur estate in Midiiapore, 

and the Sutkhira estate in Khulna, ore respoosiblo for Rsi 27,791 and its. 19,000 

rospootiyoly, or altogether Its. 46,791 of tho total bulanco. Both those estates 

are hcarily inyoWed, but the balance due by Uio Bsikhira estate was fully paid 

in after the close of the year. 

3. Tlio demands of rent and comss duo to superior landlords wero—‘arrear 
Rs. 91,348, cuiTcnt Tis. 4,40,762, total Us. 5,32,110. Tho payments amounted 
to Rs. 4,00,090, and Rs. 1,994 were remitted, leaving a balance at tho end of the 
year of Ks. 80,026, which compares aufayourably with the balance for the 

S royious year, amounting to only lU. 44,711. Bo far as those balances are 
ue to tlio siiiierior landlords' reiusal or noglcct to accept payment owing to 
disputes among co*sharcrs thoy cost uo rctloction on the managomont of the 
estates. I *

The percentage of cuiront collections on current demand was 06*6 against 
66*3 in the year before. G ovemmen t, in its Kosolution on tho 1 loport for 18 91 -92, 
obserrud that tho latter figure was reiy low and compuied uniayourably with 
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the standard attoined in Goremmeat eetatca maotgcd direct in ^rhich, in 1891* 
92, o>rer 90 per cent ot the crxrrent demand wm collected. This ]>ei'contag6 
hae been attained only in 1892>93, in four ostatee imdcr tlio Court ot Woidi 
throo of whioli have been under the management uf tho Court for a long series of 
years, ishile in tho ronmining estate the ronts ore mostly payable by feumarfl. 
The Board obsorve:—

monC hondi oxocuUd in favour of tbo fon&i'r pn^otnro. Other ioMtalmuiite arj duo on 
daorces ol Court. A Urge sum eonaiiU of it^ d^Modiag on dispuUtl aocounta KuoU oJ 
tboM involves minuts otu^uiry and explaoatoa. In faot ibe task uf uljmtiug iUt af G^ninta 
involves mnob time and labour. Gonorally bpeaking, tbo affaire of a pr 'jHjrtv ot een^ideraUn 
unportiDCO cannot bo lo »kod into, cleared up, and Uu nevr amngtinciita luouglit inio thnrougb 
Older for two or tbr^^r years after manageiaont is nodoriakon by tlio Cmvl, wknu tuo 
late propritftitr ba* Ultlho ealato In oompantively go^ ordur, and iu m«t caitw far more 
time than this is rer^iuriid t > bring orator ont of Uia eonfusioo wLivL is al ui>«l jiivorinlily found 
to prevail. The »tat« of Iranrition iron tho managonsnt of the proprhtor bi Ibai of ibo 
eWtof Ward) iu iU4f gives a diook to ooUertious and oonaes a portion of tbo current 
demand, duo aitor the aaeuni(ition of tlw charge of au estate, to fall Into amA^. 


The Offidflting Licutenant-Goremor, while agroning gonemlly with tho 
nboTO romavks, still flunks that much may be done in the dirix^tiou of n^iucing 
arroar balances by careful annitiny of them, by striking oS such balances aa me 
not mcovorablo by Jaw, and balances whi^ though recoverublo by low, the 
raiyats nro never hkoly to be able to pny. 

In order to prevent managers trying to seenre a fancifnl i^orcentago appros- 
imating to tlie standard lixoJ by (iorernm«»nt, tho Board has issuoi instruc¬ 
tions to the effect that, when a tonant makes a payment without specification 
of the dmond for wliidi tbo payment is made, it should, in tho ordinary 
course, bo oroditod to the aireur and not to tho earrent demand. Thoso 
initrnctiooa are approved by the Xioutonant-ffnvrtroor. Tho total oulloctioos, 
current and or rear, during tho year did not (n|aa] the current demand. 

Hupeos 64,77,772 of the total balance (Km. CO.9G.710) shown in column 11 
of the above state uiont for tho year 189 M13 accrued, after tbo estates were 
taken over by tlio Court. Kupoos 40,28,013 of tho balanoos are roporteil to be 
good sjid iu process of recovery.

Dchudu.),, of report it wo. rodeoed to Ea. 31,07,981 

by tbo roloase of certain estates. At tho close of the year tho Glance 
stood at Ks. 32,77,019, the increase beiAg chiefly in tho Presidency and i'atna 
Divisions, m consequence of tJio Court having assumed charge of tho S/itkhira 
estate in tho former and of tbo Paigambanuir ostato in the latter DiviMioa. 
The debts duo by the Ha.siidoh|>ur oatalo in Hidnaporo, and tho Cliandmkhiudr 
estate in Shahabad, have iiiuroosocl owing to interest on dobts and oosts. 
The Lientonant-QoTcnior approves the Iloanls conclusion that, in order 
to oxtricato the former estate from its dc^icrate fiaiuciul condition, the greater 
part of it should be sold. There was a marked docreoso of tionrly kklis in 
Bnrdwan, duo chiefly to tho ropaymont by the Burdwan liaj of a loan taken 
from the Bank of Bengal.

Act X of 1892, which camo into force ou tJto 25tli October 1802, authorised 
tho levy ot (1) a gonoral manogoinont rate not exoc:Hlmg 5 per i!(nit. on 
the gross income calculated to cover the cost of GoviTiusunt csLublishments, 
in so for as they may be employ^ in tho supervixtou or muiiageraont of 
such ostatoB, and (2) a charge for ^racial audit of uccountx and legal 
advice. Tho cliargcs levied under executive ordew, jirior lo tbo jiasring 
of Act X of 1892, uonsiatod of (a) a guiiorat mHiiugoiiiont rate lenod for 
the pnrpiMO of meeting costs for csiablishuicuts, contingoDcics, 5tc., iu 
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the Col]eoton*j Commungnerr asd Board’* oiBoei; (I) ^ trwoiy rata £or 
dofrayinff a propordonAta diue of troMoiy eftabiittUDeiits ; and (c) an aadil 
rate and foot for legal adrioe. QoTenmant haa teatatirely tanctionod the 
piopocala of tho Bom in ragard to the aeir ratea to ht lonad under Act

Bevenue, of ComiKilimonere and Diatrict Offioen. The rate vill for tbo preaent 
be 24 groti inoome for eatatca with a groea inooxno of 6 luhi of 

ruMfl or Icat, per cent for the Burdwan eatate, a^ per oent. for the Tihari 
and DighopatUa ettatea. The profeaaional audit rate leried under oxeoutiTe 
orders was 1| annaa per cent, for the Burdwan estate, 4^ annas per oent. for the 
Tikari and Dighapattia estates, and 9 annaa per cent, for all otner estates with 
a rent and oesa r^ of Ra. 60,000 and npvaras. The audit cbargo fixed under 
Act X of 1892 ia one anna per cent, on grov income lor the Burdwan eatate, 
4 annu per oent. for Tikari and Bighapatti^ and 6 annas per coot, for other 
estates wiu an annual rent and ceia demand of not less than Rs. 50,000 par 
annum. No change has bem made in the fees ohaiwed for legal adrice. As 
Act X of 1893 came into force during the aecond-half of the year 1892-93, 
in order to UToid complication in accounts, the old rates will be leried for the 
whole year, and the soiidua whidi baa accomulatcd for soTeral years post to the 
ofedit of the generd management rate will be set-off against the uorernment 
edaim to the new rate for the second-half of ^e year. The now rates will come 
into force from the oommencement of 189^*94.

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There was an mcreaie of Ba. 84,918 as compared with the preoeding 



of ohargea for gilandasi or rillage irrigation obannelit which are of a 
recurring nature. The percentage of onwy^ on Teprodu(^Te works to »• 
veatments during the year was 56* t, or, eliminating the increeso due to 
transfer of gilondozi ch^ee, 41 as against 17 only in the preceding year-~ 
a result which may be regarded os satisfactory. The Lieutenant* Governor 
obeeiree with Dleasnre that the Board hare drawn the attention of the local 
officers to the <$ 0 Ternment orders inristing on the policy of a liberal expendi¬ 
ture on improTements of a reproductiYe mracter in solrent estates, and m glad 
to obsorre that, except in the Preridco^^ Chittagong, Dacca and Orissa Kyi- 
rioDs, there has been some improrement in this resp^ during the your u nder 
report. Sir Antony HacDonnetl entirely ogreee with the roznorfs mode in 
the Resolution on last year's reo^ under this head. 

The decrease in the expenuture on surrevs and settlements is chiefly due 
to ^e completion of operations in some of the Bnrdwao Baj khaa mahsls^ 
and in rarious other large estates. In pursnonce of the policy laid down by

A revised fonn proacribod hy Gorervment for Abowinj^ tho working of tho 
oertifiOAte procedure nsa been made uee (of for the first time. The Officiating 
lieutenant-Qovonior approves tho Board’s piopoSBl to add an additional column 
after column 17, Appendix III, with the heMiug Total amount covered by certi¬ 
ficates struck off during the year.” In this fonn every eetato in respect of 
which 100 certificates or more were leaned ia shown separately, other estates being 
grouped together under the districts to which they appertain. 

As might have been expected, the orders of Government reetricting the 
ccilifioatc procedure to estatos haviag an antboritative rent-roll, roduced tho total 
nnmber of eortificates from 13,299 in 1891-92 to 6,648 in 1892*93. It ia 
to be regretted, however, that tho diaposala »how a targof proportion of decrease, 
boing 11,765 against 17,146 during the preceding year. The diacrepanoy 
between tho figuroa in oolomn 8 of tbo statoment in paiagraph 26 of tho report 
for the year 1891*92, showing the number of cases pending at the close of that 
year, and the grand total in oolumn 3 of Appendix III of tho report for 1892'93, 
should have been explained. Oovornment has approved the Board’s proposal to 
create a aepanto permanent Certificate Department in e*^ district, to replace 
the existing heterogenuous establishments, and has authorised tlio Board to 
ftbmit definite propoeals. 

9. Part it of the Board’s Report is devoted to ostatea with a rent-roll of 
Re. 50,000 and upwards. The revenno and cess demand duo by the Burdwan 
Raj Estate, amounting to Ra. 34,51,937, was fully satisfied; tike ooUeotious 
!^Mntod to Ka. 45,11,892 or 99*7 per cent, of tiic current demand lor reot and 

ceases, thus iucressing instead of reducing tho 

lATgcr -Bojdstt. amount of armsra. Thia reauJt is attributed to tho 
collections in the Knjang estate being 65*6 per cent, only of tho current 
demsmd, iu conseauence of the distreea caused among the tenants W tho n^lone 
of November 1891 and the subsequent high fio<MB of July 1892. in (he 
Snjamatha portion of tho Raj estates, which has recently be^ setUod under 
the Tenoa^ Act, it is observed with aatisfaetioB that tbo collocticos were 
better than in any of the other parts, being 129*0 per oent. on tbo current 
demand as against 99*7 in the Raj estates as a whole, and as against 91*1 
Sujsnjutha itself daring tho previous year. As tho greater portion of tho 
rental is realised from patni tennres, the management auiounted to 

$•4 per cent, only of the current rent and cess demand. Tho oon^ction 
of a fiaj office building at an estimated cost of Ra 1,14,170 ^s n&dert^n 
during the year. A satisfactory reduction was made in the charges pmd to 
vnkhtears employed by the estate, as expenses of idenh^og defendants, 
debtoTB, Ac., in pending cawjs. The Commiaaioner has directed that such 
identification should in futoie be made by local ttuimdara and village ogenta. 
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10. 'rh« whdd d( tte donudf doe to Goronunent and Bsponor landlords 

hf Tikari Eatato, amountinff to Ka. 2,55,949 
TikifijSBtot*. 46,525 rtipeCtirelf, wai paid. The 

colldotiona amounied io Ba. 7,41,769, out of a outront demand for rent and 
coB 0 oa of R«. 7,44,714, and an aircar denia&d of Ha. 6.49.120. The Board 
agree with the Oommimober In titinking that the collections cannot be oalled 
Mtisfat^rr, as the arrears hare rather inoivasod than diininislied in s^ite of the 
fi&ct that t(ie onttara of oma was a wtry fair average ono. 'J'he Lieutenant^ 
GoTenior oonourt in this tW. If the arrears increase inet^ of btnng reduoitt 
in a fair avenge jrear, there can be little prospi*ct of their being ever realised 
in full, and the GlBoiati^ Lieotenant^Govrmor ia glad to notice that moasurcs 
are being token to striko off inch of them as are bad and irreooverable. 
Owing to the reorganintioo of the managing staff, the management ohergee 
rose from 12 per cent, to 13*4 por cent, on tho onrrent dooiand. Rupees 
13,820 wore spent on unnovemont oth^ than gilandasi works, and Hs. 50;099 
were invested in the poroMse of landed property. 

11. In the Dighapattia estato the entire demand due to Oovemment 

_ and superior landlords by tho eldest as well as 

i|hap*ttu buu. younger ward's estates was paid, wii tho 

exception of Rs. 62, payable in small sums to some of tlie landlords on accoont 
cf ^e eldest ward’s estate. 'Hie collections in the latter were satisfactory, 
being 102*4 per cent of the current demand, amonnting to Ks. 4,9 2.2*3 6, against 
98*8 per cent, in the previous year; bat in the younger ward’s ostatee the ool* 
leotions fell from 109 per cent, in 1891*92 to 98 per cent, only on the current 
demand in 1892-93. Thia is mainly dne to the general failure of crops 
^roughout the Hoogbly division of the estate. In tho elder ward’s estate the 
oost of management has slightly increased being now over 15 per cent, of the 
current demand, a rate wbioh the Lieutanant-Oovemor condemned os excessive 
in but year’s Resolution. Tho Board’s report shows laxity on the part of the 
manngement in * realising debts due to the younger ward’s estate, and the 
Mauagor should be oalira upon for an explanation. The ontlay on works of 
improvement by the eldest ward’s estate amounted to Ra. 22,865 against 
Ru. 10,032 in mo praoeding year. Theae works consistod of tlie oxcava^n 
of tanks, the construction of pucoa ghats, re-excavation of kh&ls, digging of 
wells, construotion and lepain of roads, raising of low lands, construction 
of uloico gates, and somo agricultural improveinonts. Tho estato also paid 
)U. 8,284 out of a total sum of Rs. 12,552 to be paid by it for the construction 
of a new building for.the Dtohapattia school. 

12. The settlement of pirgana Sarail, appertaining to the Kasimbaaar 

^ . estate in Uunhidab^ was completed in October 

1892. The oollections were 93 per cent, on the 
cunent demand against 123 per cent, in the previous year, tho falling off being 
attributed mainly to scarcity in pargana Sarail. It is unsatisfactory to 
tliat the cost of management which was already high increasod from 16*9 

C cent, to 17*1 per oent An Assisiant Engineor on Ri. 130 a month has 
n appoiuiud tentatively for two yean for supervidng worka of improvement 
in tho several districts m which the estate is situatod, and Re. 30,781 as 
egmnst lis. 11,341 in the previous year were spent on works of this class 
which mostly consisted in toe excavation and re-excavation of tanks. The 
District Engmeor has been appointed also tentatively on a monthly remunera- 
ti<m of Rs. 100 to supervise toe constmetiou and repairs of buildings of the 
estate in the Marshiiiabad district The financial position of the estate is 
satisfactory and reflects credit on the manager. 

13. The balance of debt duo by tho Deo Estato stood at Rs. 7,28,667, 

tooluding Rs, 2,83,591 duo to Oovemment, and 
Ba 2,72,000 duo to Babu Ramoswar Rrasad under 
an usufructuary mortgage deed, the terms of which are highly objeodonahle. 
Government has, since the cloee of the year, sanctioned a loan of Rs. 2,72,000 
to enable tho estato to rid ttaelf of this debt. 

14. Tho Saokarpur and Haldwar ostatos were lately settled under the 
Stikupu ^ M.id..r. Be^TMMoy Act. In the preceding yenr the 

ooUeoUens in the former amounted to 85 per cent, 
ou the current demand, but during toe year 1892-93 they rose to over 100 per 
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ceat la tbe Maldwar eiUte thft oolkctioDS in 1891-02 wm only 63 per cent, 
of ilie current demend, but in tbe Tear under report improred to orcr 
110. per oent., incltuire of a eum ooUected within ^ yenr, but not remitted to 
the treMuiy within the Tear. ^ Theee eeUtee» ee remerited bjr the Boud, Bbow 
a great improToment to coUeetlone ae compered with the prenous Toer. 

15, Altogether eight new eetatee wm tkkea charge of during the year. 

Thie number included die Obanchraoetotein Jeaiore, 
Ukn iB cUr«t menegraont of which wee nndertekeu by tho 

Court of Warde under direction of tUo Uietrict 
Judge of JoiBoro under eootion 95 (•) of the Bengal To&aD(ty Act VllI of 
1665. Tho ortato ie jointly owned by two ibareholdera who were of age* and 
the four minor boob of a third, tbe latter haring died before tho Court of Word# 
interToned. Koch of the ehamoldert h^ aeparote liabilitiefl to a considerablo 
amount, but one of them wom hopeleaaly inrolved. The only way of earing the 
ehaire of tho Utter wan by rawng a loon on the eutire eetatOi but to thie the 
other abareholdure objected. The Conit of Warde, under tho urcutnetanocB, 
withdrew from the management, upon which tbe Dietrict Judgu appointed a 
common manager nndor veotion 95 of the Act. Five eetatei wore rolcaaod, of 
which the most coDsidembla woa the Noihan ceteto in Darbhanga, with a 
ren(*ri>11 at the time of aaBump^n of charge hr the Court of Warda ot 
Kb, 1,44,380, and debts which, induding wd-peuigi leasoe to tlio oxtunt of 
Re. 1,12,296, amoanted to Hs. 5,31,056. 'ine groee total amount of debts dae by 
the estate during tbe 15 years it waB under the Conrt of Wards^ uiamTgi'mcnt was 
Es. 10,15*66''^, £e W'hole of which wae Batiehed, leayiag a surplus at tho dato of 
discharge of SU. 1,52,186. Tbe rent-roll, when the estate was rclciiHed, was 
Rb. 1,83,852 or Kb. dH,472 more than the initial rental. The reoiuining four 
estates were potty ones. In one case only was the original rental reduced at tlie 
date of dischorij^, tho reduction being atiributad to sales of jKrtions of it for 
liquidation of debts. In all other casos there was a substantid 1001 * 081)0 to the 
rental and on accumulated'surplus at the date of discharge.

'Soii^ls who refused to oocej^t Tiiwioatioii. Cliolero, attributed to dcfwtiv© 
water-supply and to pilgrims returning from gatherings, prevailed uicjre or loss 
iti all tlio districts, f^anitation, it is reported, was not iiroporly attended 
to either 1>y the Dislrict Boards or the Hnnieipulitios. 'f'hc neLdigenco of 
some of thu Municijnlitios in K*guni to sanitary jirccautions, oapocially that of 
Qhatai, is said to Iw cxtrcnioly colimLle.

4. Owing to succcHsive bad harvests during ibo last two ycarH, the export of 

rice and |>a<ldy full off in the disudets of Bur^lwan, 
UMufauiure, inde, twl «iB* Bankwu aud ilwIiiBpoto. Tlivro wus olw a decrease 

in tho export of rice from Birb!iinn,1iut it bud to a 
certain extent boon oouutorbalunc'ed by a larger export of paddy from the di»triot. 
Jn Bankura the outturn of coooous greatly fell off owing to the cripplod means of 
tbo l^plo brought about \y sueccssivo ^luros of crops. But it was not so in 
hirlmum, whoro tho trade m tliie artiolu was brisk. Jndigu industiy is docllning 
both iu liurdwuu aud Bankure. in Midnnporo tho outturn was oxci^ptlouaDy 
good. ru)>or Mills ut both Bally and ibiniganj ore fast sapplautlug tliu nativu 
industry in tho Divuiuii.

In Hoo^dy nuisance cases swelled tliu list, l>ut if they bo 
ozcludod, thore was a slight decrease- 
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'i’here wa« a iliglit decMM in the fignm* for non^cogriabU easea. Tbe 7 
were 20,148 in the last year against 20,£il in the jtreriou year. Last year 
there vae a dooidod improtement aa to the number of remandf in (Tuoinal 
caaoa.

All tlic district and 
lubdiriaional offices and treasuries except Tangail were iimpoctod by Mr. 
Lattinan*«TohnsoD| who remarks that he found veiy great room for refurtn in 
several directions and departments. 

Tho Collectors of Paridp^ and Btekorguoge were on tour far more than 
the periods prescribed for their respective districts. In Dacca and Mynuiiringii 
the tours feU short of the pre6crib<^ periods, the explanations furnished Unng 
that in the former district Hr. Jenkins was disabled by fever towards the cloeo of 
the year, while in the latter Mr. Palit, wbo was in charge for jieuHy two months 
during the best i^ut of the boating season, oidy spent nine days on tour—an 
insufficient proportion. The use of boats poruiits of toun in this Division being 
spread over a greeter poHion of tbe year—an advantage to wbit^ most offiunrs 
are fully alive. Mr. 8avago in Backergunge spent some days of every month 
and Mr. Jenkins in Dacca some days of eleven months on tour witli very nseful 
results. The tours of (mb«divisionul officoia were all of ilio prescribed Imigtli. 

3. The rainfall of the year, taking the Division us a whole, wus in 

oxuess of tlio average of tho iirovious 6vo years 
“ yy 1*^6 xnclica, and was fairly wall distribulotl, 
in Dacca tho amount received was 2*44 inohos 
below tho avoiago. Tho aus crop suffered in somo districts from the too 
sudden rise of tho water, and tiio boro from unusual floods, but the outturn of anmti 
rice, tho most important f<)<id*crop of tho Division, was fully up to the avorago. 
Prioes, howovor, rulod high—a fact which tho Comiiiissionor Httrihutes Ut tnc 
increase of tlioaroa under jute and tlie oonsoquont contraction of tho food* stocks. 
Tho only c1 eases adversely affected are tlioeo with small fixed incomes and wage- 
oamors. Tho agricoltural popolation onntinuo to be prusperotu, and urtiiiuis, 
except weavers, command high prices for Uudr work and oro woU off. The 
daily wage of a couimou cooly is reported lo be 4 oimas a day in llackorgungc', 
5 annas in Dacca, while in Mjmonsingh it is suid to vary from 2^ to d 
per day.

It it probable, howeyer, that other causes were also at work to bring about 
those rosmts, for, as tho CoQuni«doQvr remarks, tho iucroase iu crime was not 
so groot in tho Kisliorgunj and Netrokona subHlivisions of Mymoosingli, which 
suffered most from icorcity, as in tlie rest of the district: good police ^miois* 
tmtion rendoring succcMiuI the moasures taken to control aua suporriu the 
oriminal uonulation and tho degm to whioli oifoncos aro ruported are 
factors wnicR have an important infiuonco on criminal statistics. 

Tlio CoinmimuDor gives some intorostiu^ ligurca showuig tliat tbo districts 
of bis division oomparo favourably in point of turbulonco with Sylhot in 
Assam. Taking cnscs of unlawful assembly and rioting togothor^ after 
Bylhot oomos ]>acca, tlion Furidpur, Mymonsin^h and B^kornnge in tho 
oraer named. Tlio number of cusca, howevor, in which Iom of lifo occurred 
is greatest in Backergunge, and it must also be bomo io mind that prorentivo 
meosuros under soction 107. Criminal Procedure Code, aro far nioio largely 
resorted to in that district than elsewhere.

The Dumbn of cases disposed of by nonorary Magistmfcfl roso from 
4,269 in 1691 to 4,006 in 1692, which was 20*3 por cont of the total number 
of cases disposed of, and thore can be no doubt that Honorary Magistrates 
randv valuable aasiitance to the regular staff. Backorgungo is still backward 
in m^ug use of th|t agency for the trial of cases.

64,95,801 m tlie prorioos year, 95*7 per cent of ibe total demand baring 
been collected a percentage of 94‘4 in 1691*99. The collectioDe in 

estates of class ll wero poor, exc^ in Bai^erffimge, where orcr 94 per cent* 
ot the true recorerablo demand wos oollecte d in all estates of this class. 
Ovii^ to the asseaBmant of now estatos and new acoBtions in Backeigmigo, 
the rerenne from estetes held under direct management increased from 
Ha 4,95,768 to Bs. 6,23,630, and the cost of managment fell from 7*5 per cent, 
of the oQitent demand to 5*6. The coUoctions in estatea leased to farmon 
were pardcnlarly bad in Dam and yaridpur, and the Officiating Uentenint- 
Oorenor consdere the expltaataons owed of tiiesa nnsaliiiactory results 
altogether inadequate.

At ilio clcee of the year there 
were 7,d74 schools with 306,133 papils against 7,870 schools with 308,300 popiU 
in 18di*63i I'he District Boaras spend oonsidmblc sums on oduoatioD, ai^ 
the gfoater part of their contnbutiun goes to the sappiirt of primiry schools. 
'I'be Dacca Hunioipality, though ita total expenditure during iho year amounted 
to Rs. 1.80,487, oontributod nothing towards primary ciucation, und othor 
manictpaliUea but littlo. It is to be hoped that rocout orders issuocl by Oovorn- 
ment will offoct a reform in this respect. 

The average costof nriniaiy odncatioo per pupil is largest in Backorgauge 
and least in Dacca and raridpur. 

There wore 1U,303 girls at school as oomparod witli 17,901 in the previous 
year, and 14,507 iu 1896«91. These iigurus iudicato tlmt female education is 
gaining ground. 

The number of Muhammadan pupils (boys and girls] on tho other Itand 
declined from 131,630 m 1891-93 to 117,599 in 1892-93, tbu <lc<*rceso hoing 
attributed to the high price uf orticlos of food. Tho sucroiu of Mulutminadan 
pupils in tho different departmental examinatioos was indifforout conijiircd with 
other sections of tlie c<mi in unity. While Muhaiumadans form 00 percent, of tho 
total population and 48 *G per cent, of tlic total number of pupiU, of tho succcabIuI 
candidates, at the lower primary scholamhip examination only 22*5 |K!r v.ent 


canaidatcs, at tlte lower pnmary scnoiamntp examination only 22 *o |K!r v.ent 
were Mub^inadaus, and mo porcentage in examinatioDs of a higher order is 
much less.

The report ij nbmitted bj Mr. Orimlej^ who bold cWge ol tbe DimiotL 
gi CotumiMioner from the let i^iil to the 80(h Mej 1S92, tod from the 26tb 
October to the ond of the )[eftr. During Mr. OrimJey’i ibeence on leare, Mr. 
Wftce ufficiatod as Commisdoaer. 

The Division wee twice yisited by the Lieutenant><^orerDor (Sir CSiarlee 
Elliott) during the year—first in July and then a^;ain in Noyeniber. Sir Obarlee 
Elliott inspe^ed all the district offices and treosunei, and eiamined and discussed 
many important questions including the propoeal to extend the Bengal Tenancy 
Act VllI ol 1886 to the Dividon, the Bill to regulate the enhancement of rents 
and the commutation of predial services, the state of the tauzi, the re* settlement 
of PelomaUf the status of the jai^rdari tenures of that district, forest conservancy, 
the arrangements for the disposal of civil suits, and the large question of free 
uaigration. 

The Commissioner’s tour, of which he gives a full and interesting deserip> 

tion, Inclnded the 'Political States of Kharsowan, 
^ Seraikela, Sirgnja, Udaipur, Jashpur and Gangpur, 

which were visitod by Mr. Grimley durioe ue cold weather. All tbo district 
offices were in8p)ecte(i either by Mr. Grizmey or Mr. Waco with results which 
are reported as being on the whole satisfactory, but tlio subnlivisious, of which 
there are only two, Giridih and Oovindpur, were not visited. Mr. Grimley 
explains that, owing to the great distances which have to bo travorsed, it u 
difficult to combine a complete (our in the districts with a tour through the 
Political States. 

The tours ol District and Sub-divirional Officers were in all oases of the 
prescribed length and appear to have been well errangod and well distributed 
throughout the y^ar. Colonel Garbett in Hasaribagb, and Mr. Bright in Pala* 
mau, are apeoiafiy mentioned by the Commissioner for their exoellont work on 
tour. The rules reg^ing inspections of offices were also ot^rved with 
commendable punotuiuity. 

2. The Commissioner gives a good summary of the atmospheric conditions 

u. .. . of the year and the outtum of tho various harvests. 

He remarks that the yoar was characterised by 
intonsQ heat in April and May, and unusual cold in November, Docomber and 
January. The rainfall was sufficient in quantity, but not always sessonablo or 
ovenly distribu^. On tho whole condiiions were fevourable, and taking tbo 
good with the load, the average results were probably little, if anything, below 
the normal, except in the Maabbum district, certain localities in wliich suffered 
from a partial failure of the crops. The outtoni of bhadoi ranged from 12 annas 
in Manbhum to 10*5 annas, nearly a bumper crop, in Hasaribfigh. The winter 
rice crop, which at one time promised so well, was adversely affocted by the 

insufficient rainfall in October and November, and the average for the dmtioo 

is estimated at about 18 anjias. Owing to d^cient motsture in November and 
December, which was followed by heavy and uotimoly rain in March, the xubi 
crops were the worst ol the year, the outturn ranging from 8 annas in Manli^nm 
to 14 annas in Hasaribagb. Fean were at one time entertained in respect of 
tho importint mahua crop, which forma one of the chief articles of of the 
poorer oUubs for two or three months of the year, but in spite of the heAvy 
rain of March, a lair outturn was eventually obtained.

• from each district Taries inyersely with the material 
prosperity of the people in any particular year, while at tho same timo tho 
standard of comfort lus a tendency to rise, because labourers and cultiTators 
grow loss easily satisfied with what they con oorn in their own homes, 
and more ready to emigiate to better tDOir condition. In other words, 
the Dirision is so far progreasire. Applying these eenoral observations 
to the oircuinstanoes of ^e pest year, it may m inferrf3 that, in all districts 
oicopt Manbhum, the year was one of uvancing prosperity. Prices of 
foc^-grains genei^ly ruled higher, but while people appending on occupa¬ 
tions other than cultivation on fixed incomes suffered, tho cultivators, 
especially in Loharda^ mado large profits by selling the surplus of their 
harvests for export to moot soarcity elsewhoro. In Manbhum whoro, as 
already stated, there was a partial failure of the crops, there was no 
surplus to sell, and possibly some scarcity. Accordingly Hosoribagh; and to a 
greater degree Lohardaga, show a diminution in tbe stream of emigration^ while 
m Manbhum, so far as ^ returos can be relied on, tbe number of omurants 
increased fr^ 2,787 persons in 1890-91 and 7,892 in 1891-92 to 12,296 in 
1892-93, tbe pressure of soarcity being in this way so far relieved that the 
road works wmch were undertanen in some pargano^ where the harvests were 
worst, attracted but few labourers. As rega^ Singhbhum and Palamau, it is 
di&ult to estimate the amount of emigration, but probably it is small, and in 
t^ former district at least there are not wanting indications that tbe people 
are for the most part well off. Mr. Benny, ihe District Officer, who is an 
undoubted autbority, writes as follows

Palamau is more backward than the rest of tho divlsioD, there being 
little export trade from it; pricea ruled lower, though owing to deficient corn- 
munication ihc7 varied considerably ia difforent localitioa in the district. The 
condition of tno people was on the whole satisfactory. 

This seems to take awajt for tbe effect of tho quetilions immediately 
preceding.

Beuonl 
vigoronily oondemn the ^stecn ea being e aonroe of cruelty, oppression end 
wrong, ibe Lieutenent^Goyemor h<jpei that tho moat important meana at 
preaont aTailable for the provention of eboaea, namely, the inapection of oooUe 
dep6ta, vill be ajatemad^ly pnctiuciL in Palamau the inapeotioo of e dep6t 
by Mr. Babonau led tothe aiaoovery of what ia aaid to be a typical case of 
udnapping. 'ibe following aooouiit of the oaae ia taken from the Commia 
aionera ro|X)rt — 

** One euioue «aio of kidnapping oooarml in Palamau in December Uat, in which two 
arkatie carried oil a irbole family from ibc Tillage at the order, tbej aay, of the malik of tbt 
village, wIm told them to take the f^ily to die depdte and real cc a debt due to the malik. 
Ob the ro^ tbe huabaod managed to offed hia eeom. and the two arkatie ivoceeded to 
WtoDganj wl^ tho wife and MTeral litUo cbildreo. Iboy were eafcly landed in a depdt, 
and noth log would probably hare bseu beard of tbe caee, bad not Mr. Dabonau, woen 
iaapeoti&g tho dep6t enortly uter their arriral, eeoo aigni of reoeot oooupation, though tbe 
deput*bolder dcowd that there had bean any oooliea for eome daye. A eearch wai then madoi 
with t!^ reeuit that tbe women and ohildruu were found oonfined in a room in ft nmghbouring 
houee. Both tho ftocoeed were conriotod of wroogfol eondnoment.'* 

6. The number of tea gardens foil from 29 to 28, tho area under tea from 

3,066 to 3,611 acres, and tho total quantity manu* 
il»iilwti:rM ud UioM. factored from 5:J6^12 to 373,95716, the avere^ 

yield per acre being 112!t against 157fb in tho preceding year. The Commie- 
aioner says;-* 

“ The pronecta of the ten industry in the Division are not favourable, the climate is too 
dry, the rainfall too uncertain, aixl tbo soil not so/ftcicntly rich. labour ii also an annually 
inareoaing diffiouUy, owing to emigration, ftod wagea have risen sinoe the opening of the 
gnrdeoa, and of a tendouej to rise each suODeeMve year, while the tea produoea ts not ft very 
high quality Mr. Middioton, an experienced toa plantar of Lobomaga, wjilea^^ Chota 
Kagpur can never compete with the other tea distriota of India and CeyZoni and its oultivation 
will eventunUy have to be abandoned.'" 

Tho monufacturo of lac inuroaaod in Lobardnga, bni this improvement was 
more than oountorbalaucod by the falliog off ia Maubbnm, where the oonditions 
of tbe year were unUvouiable to this ixmoatry. Considerablo quantities of lac 
are said to be grown in tbe Division, and especially in PalamDU, for e»ort to 
Qaya and other diatricta, where it is manufactured into shell-lao. Catechu 
ia manufactured on a sm^ scale in Ilazaribs^ and PeUmau, and soapstone 
bowls and plates are mode in Sioghbhum ana parts of Lohardaga. A silk 
filature started at l^olamau has proved a failaTe; wii luge quantities of ooooons 
are oxportod obtafiy to Murshiaabad for manufacturo into tussor ailk, the value 
of the oocoons exported mm Singbbbum alone being eetimatod at Rs. 6^69,240 

The omI mines in tho Oiri^ and Gobindpnr sub-divisions continue to 
bo successfully worked, while as regards the mica mines, tho Commisaioner 
says:-~ 

** Up to tho end of the lost year, sltegother 139 OoTcrnmcnt mina^ covormg 90*80 sorve, 
have bM lottlvd. The onuasl renmtw domand of those mines amounted to ^ 9,016«9, 
out of which lU. 9,319.^ were realised during tbe jest. Ihe balanoa Rs. 297 is being xe- 
alised under tho corrifimto p roce d ure. The total ontimt of all hrica mines worked in Uasari- 
bsgh was 3,236 mauuds aguiut 1,739 matmds in the previous year. The demand for mica 
IS said to be priiuripolly from tbe Unitod States, hut is said to be sow affeotod by tbo 
McKinlsy Tariff Bill, under whi^ a doty of 86 per oeot. is levied upoo all foreign mica.” 

The Baiuganda copper mines navo bm purchased oy Messrs. Bud and 
Company, but work has not yot been resumed. A mine at Rakka belonging to 
ihQ Mjaoha Biining GompaDy, Limitod, is likely to prove profitable as two 
v^uabfe beds of coppor are reported to have been dssoovered. Gold operations 
have not provod more saccettful this year than last, and no silver or 1u has so 
Us been round by prospectore. 

7. 'Bbe Commis^ner remarks that tbe chiof foaturo in tbo trade of tbe 

pM year was tho la^ increase of exports from all 
diftnou of the divisian, but this is hanlly borno out 
by tho table of statistics showing the exports by rail from Manbhum in 1892-98 
as com|and wirh those of 1891-92. In Lonardaga statistics were collected 
between the lit Scidember 1892 and Slst March 1893 of the troffio on the road 
between Uanclu and l^ohardaga, and the results indicate that there bu been 
an immense expausion of tbe volume of trade passing over this route. In

40,048 
in 1891«92 to Ks. 41,202 during tho year under ru|K>rt, tbc decr^asu being 
chiefly due to a considerable Teduction in the outlay un original construction. 
With the surplus of Ra. 942, tho halanoo at credit of tbc Garden increosixl frbui 
Rs. 4,296 to Ks. 5,240. 

2. The number of visitors who were admitted to the Gardon on payment 
of entrance feus was 139,183 ag^st 116,382 in tho previous yeor. This 
is the highest number ndmitted m any year ozeept 1883-84, the year of the

The chief causes of this largo increaso in tho nunibor of visitors to t]>i‘ 
Gardon are—(1) the growing wpulnrity of the iiuftitution, and (2) the opening 
of a direct carriage route from the Garden to Kalighat, rendering it more easily 
occesslbie to the largo nuiuher of pilgrims who daily resort to that shrine. 

3. Altogether 307 additions wero made to tho colloction, including 97 
mammals, 149 birds, and 121 roptilos. Tlie following are muntionud by the 
CommittM as being among the moro intorosting animals acquired^1) A pair 
of Patagonian Gavies (/Mickotii puf-^omeu, AAa») obtuinou by exchange from 
Mr. Can Hogenbeck of Hambun; (2) a Braailian Tapir (Tapirw ftrwrktmut, 
0ml) from South America, and a Baird’s Tapir (T'apiria b<ur<K, Gill) from 
Central America, acquired hy oxdtongd; (3) the two little woaveiu, ucqmrcd by 
purchase on account of thoir superior b^^uty and rarity in Indian nuukets; 
(4) a fino collection of birds conauting of klamingos, Saras and Kulung Cranes, 
and other apccics, obtained from KajpotaTia. 

4- The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to Icam that the jiopularity tw tlie 
Zoological Garden with tho students and teachers of tlio various schttola and cwl* 
logos oi Cdcutta cootmuod undiminished. Willi regard to the jKisitiou whicli 
the Garden takes io the education of tho people, tho C>)mmitt«> wnto as fol¬ 
lows :—“Apijicationji from beads of iQ 0 titoti<»s for fr« adjniwioii sludentH 
were frequently roceiv^ and granted.

4’he entire 
sntn contributed has buon utilised partfy for tho constitution of a permanent 
ondowment fund, which aiiiounisd in 1892 to £ 141,620, and partly for the 
coDstructioQ of the building. 

The Institute, of which the foondation stone was laid by tho Queen on toe 
4tb of July 1887, wes formally opened by Her Majesty on toe lOtfa May 
1898. 

5. It was originally intcmled that a Committee of tho Indian section shonld 
be formed in India with the Viceroy os Preeddont, and in 1887 tho names of 
mombors were forwarded to tho Sucretary of State, 'i his achenie was, however, 
su))erseded by the constitution framed in 1890, in pursuance of tho charter 
grantod to the Ijistitute in May 1888, onder whicli the Institute is controlled 
by a governing body or ^neraJ Ctiundl of not less than 120 members or gov- 
eraora, of whom 16 are appointed to roi^reaent In ilia. The ludian Governors 
may bo solect^ in such manner ta tbe GovernoT'UeDeral in Coundl for tbe 
time being may direct. 

C. The following rules have been prescribed for the appointment of tho 
Indian represootativoa:*^ 

Throe are to bo appointed aDimaJly l;^ toe Govemor-Gooenl in Council; 
six by tbs Provinces, including Native States, in rotation i four by too Chambers 
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of Conmeroe ixr toMwd^ t&d two Native pronded tbftt no 

repraaeautm eon bo appointed who not be resident in England daring h» 
ium of ofBoe. 

The term of office oommencoi and ends on the 33rd of Jal;, but & fresh 
nomination may be made at any interTening date in tlio event of office l^ng 
Tscated by the return of a memb^ to India or for any other roaioo. 

The Native States and Assooiations (o be roproiontod each year will bo 
nelected by the Govorainont of India after ascertainiug what oligible candidates 
arc resident in England, and after correspondonce with tho nilors of tlie Nativo 
States and with tho Native institntionB eonoeraed. 

Froviucoi and Ohomhcra of Commeroe, in the order holow pi«aciibed lor 
the next throe years, will forward to the Sectary in the Dcpaitiuont of Revenue 
and Agriculture the names of proposed repreecntatiros on or beftwo the 1st of 
June. In each case throe names may bo sobmitted in tho order in which it is 
desired that the oftor of a govemonhip for the eosaing year mar bo uado to the 
nominees. If no one of ihonoininoes accej^t, tho Oovomment of India will select 
a repreeentativo. If no communication is received before the 1st of Juno from 
any Province or Chamber of Comnjerco ontitlod to a nomination, either tho offer 
will be made to any existing repraeotative, or a reprosoutativo will bo seloctod 
by tho Oovomment of India.

before finally deciding upon tlie luotboda to be adopted. Hie Exoolleucy ii thu 
more incliuM to aaviee thia onirse in view oi his belief that the practicee 
gnulually <lerelD|)od in rarioua Provinoea are already tending to become 
iDconvonicutly diTorgent, and tJiat in lomo directions mistakoa hare been made 
which ref|alre early correction. In view of the importanoo of checking in iimifu 
any toiidcncy to erroneons i^tieo or to ooneoettiaty exnondituro in connoction 
with the tiiaintcnance of tho map and record of rignta in all Provinuea, His 
Excellency the Goromnr-Qeneral in Cound! dosiroa to take the prceent ap|)or« 
tunity to hare this important subject examined by the light of tho best 
exporienoe that can be nought to bear upon it, and has come to the con cl u don 
that a general oonfcrenco sliould, after each coromanicatioti with Lc«al 
Gorernmouts and Adminictratioiu os may be nooeesary, be conrened for this 
purpose.

The Qovomiuent of India aro 
not iiroparod to prouoaoco an opinion Ikiw far the rules as now droitod will 
secure the miiiimuin of oxpooditun and ins]>cctioii which may bo possible, but 
tlioy apprehend that this » the yory question upon which (ho discussions by 
a oonferccoe of experts will load to a satiiuactory condusion. In any case, Ills 
Exeelleucy in Council is, as at prosent adnsed, disposod to agree with liis 
Honour that no longer period than threo years slioula be 
witliout rvvjsivg tho rocord.

MadrH Pneidiney on tbi l4th aud 15th, bit on tbe Ifith a freih barometric dapnaiioD of 
conudersbli intensity wsa formed off tho east coast of tbe PeBitwnla with a centre probably 
to the east of Jd asxij*patsa andCocooadm 'Riia was deoidedlj more iefineitiaL Uisu the former 
one, snd it at firat commenced to adeanco in a north-wnterly aud afterwards in a northerly 
dircitloD, tbe centre being near lUipnr on tbe 17tb and on the 18tb olose to Lucknow. 
From tbe 17th to the i8tb it bad therefore adranced over about 400 miJei, or at the rate of 
1? rniLa an boor. On the 19tb the etorm bad pasied into tbe Iliiunlayaa, and wsa probably 
close to Bonlkbct, bit it waa cvidantly breakiof np, and on the I^Otb it bad oeanod to exist, 
it as usual bronpht up with na heavy wave of monsoon winds, and this spread over the 
whole of Nurtb-Eaatein India, aid fare modontily heavy rain to Ben gal, tbe falls from 
the IGtb to the 2Ist beinf psrticnlsrl^ heavy. Indeed, many of the stations in North 
Bihar reported from 6 to 10 inches of me on the )9tb, wbiJe m the Darjceliag Eille the 
average fall was from 3 to 4 inches. 

Before this last storm bad finally farokii ip and long bafore its efficta had ceased, 
another storm was in proorss vf formation. Its history ptobablv dates from the 17thor 18th, 
and it dtsponud aboQi> the 2drd, ao that its life waa abort. The following is a description 
of tbs storm taken priseipally from tbe Baogal Weekly Meteorological lieport 

On tbe 17th and Ibtb ccndibcns in tbe eontb-esst of ihe Bay sgain became uniettled, 
but there was lo deflnita diitnrbanoe tUI tbe Ifttb, when stormy waiUier developed rstber 
rspidly to tbe west cf Diamond lelaod. A depresaioo of no grett extent but of mneb 
greater depth then the previou storm nod of very eoneideriMe mtsnsity near tbe osstre 
moved rather rapidly into tbe culri of the nortbem half of tbe Bar on the I2tb to 
the 20tb. Though a diffo lid low preasnra area waa tbio ah own by the obserraUens taken 
at tbe Gotai lUUoos, there was no aign of stormy weaSfacr except at Dismond Island up 
till tbi 20tb,aDd tbi dvptb of tbi dipremicn and tbe obarietir of tni nsnltlng i^orm could 
not bi intimated. ^ 

On the 2Ut it had moved oortb north-weatwardi or north-westwards, and was near ibe 
oentra of the nortbem half of thi Bay. It was then giving few indications of its eiistenoe 
at tbi meteorologiesi stativoa, and nooe of iti ioteosity cw ditwetion of motion. After moving 
in a north-westirly diroction is apneara to ban diangad gradually towards tbe nortb-east, 
and on the morning of Snaday, Uio ^nd, nsbid with great rapidity towards the mouth of 
rbe Mina, tbe centre of tbe diatar^oe probably passing cIom to NuakbalL At A a.m. 
on the !^ad pressure fell more than a quarter of an inch at Chittagong, Noakb^i, and 
Bariiij, tbo wind blowing with moderate strength from cMt at the first staiioo and from 
northeast at tbo other two. The eeitre was then probably to the louUi of ibe liui joining 
Ohittfguog and Barisal and equally diataot fnm them; but at iu rate nf motion appears to 
have Imqd unosuslly high, is mnst have paaird over Noakbali saoie time during ^0 niit 
two boors. At U o'clock prssaori wsa ruiag at Chittagong, and the storm-wave wbjoh 
aecompanied the depreasioD sns then raponed to be paaiing up tbe river there. From 
Noskbali no informaticB baa been received regarding tba passage vf the diitorbioea. That 
burricSDC winds blew over tbi ucrth-sist of tbe Bsy and iu East Bengal to some diaUnee

Acoording to the figures given in that tablo, Hooghly shows 03'8 
of the boys of a school-going age as actually at schoul against 49*6 in tbe 
24-Farganas; Balasore shows 46*2 per cent aiagaioat 27*8 por cout. in Furi, wlule 
Cuttack shows 33*6 per cent, of its boys at school in 1892-93 against 43*3 in 
the preced ing year. Fatna gives 31*9 por cent, against bal f that ratio (15 *8) in the 
neignbouring district of Gaya and 11*1 in Shahabad. Assuming tbo corroctnew 
of too figures, the great disparity in educational progress between tho dideruut 
districts and divisioni might be accounted for by mfferoncos in material comfort 
or in the hi^its of the people, or in the varying degrees of interest in the subject 
end of energy ^play^ W the local eancational and district ofBoen. The 
point is one which may with advaotage be considered in future Reporta. When 
tbe cause is ascertainsa the remedy can be applied.

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fall period prescribed. The lieote&atit'OoTenor epproree the actioD taken by 
the Erector in redncinjCj from olam VI on Ba. 100 to olaas VH on Re. 75 for 
one year, Baba Brajabellab Maitn, Sob^lnapector of Bordwan, vho had been 
Mveiely oensured year after year, withoat any real effect, for want of activity. 
Other 8ub>Iiispectore who have fallen tiboei of the atandard woric withont 
sufficient oxouae, luoh as Baba Sarada Pnaad Ghoee and Babu Aoada Fraaod 
Chatterji of Ualda, Babu Hara Mohan Hay and Baba Bal Kriahna Dae of 
Gaya, would be warned and aermly coneurM. On the other hand, the good 
work done by tho Bab-lnipectora aa a bodf, and oapeeially by Babcu Suree 
Chandra Sarkar and 8iva Hankar IaI, ie ootioed with satiafaotinn. Last year 
921 chief gunu andinfipeoting pandits paid 280,916 visits to schools; arorage 
805. This year 750 of them paid 248,008 TiaU: average 381. Oliief gorus 
'hare their own patshallaa to look after, and cannot therefore derote much time 
to the iDipecUoD of thoeein their noigUboorhood. Tbe Officiating lioutenaot- 
Governor agrees with Dr. Martin that this system should be wholly disoontinued, 
and inspecting pandits should be eubetituted for chief gurus* 

5. Dutrict —Tlie OffioiatiDg Lieutenant^GorerDor is glad to notioe

T>r^ District Boards of Bordwan, Bankura, Hoogfaly and Howrah, as woll as 
'ihose of Gaya, Bhahabad, Saran and Champeran, were lato in sending in 
tlieir annual reports. The Clkairmen of tlie soards in question will again bo 
reminded through the Commissioners of their respoiudbilities for snch matters of 
routine ImsinoM. In tho Rajshalu DivUion tho relations between tliu Boards 
and the De]>artinont have bMn cordial: from the Dacca and Tatna Divisions 
no case of friction is reported. Tboro was no friction worth noticing in 
tho Chitta^ug Diviaon.

The flnetaationa in the zntoorical itataitioa of lower primary sdtoob originatedf 
at ezpl^^ by Dr. Martin, from diflerent causes, via., the etsto of the ^public 
healtn^l^ l»iee <rf Vood-gnina, floods or drougbt^in fact all the agricultiuBl 
dKflUnftancea of the year; but, allowing for these oousideratioiu, it is still 
undatiafactory to And that there lias been littlo or no pre^rem in prime^ 
education during the past five years. In a country in which only one boy in 
every four ol a Bchodf'gmng age is learningto re^ and writo and ibe other 
are gbaolutdly illitemte, the statiatice or priznary eduoation ought not to 
diow me^y a more one year end a few less the noxt, Uit tiiey ^onld 
show iznspsasea'in all years. The CHEdatitig Lioutonont-Govvmor ogruss to ^e 
Opinion ^t to loss in primary education anring the year mdW to a decline 
in efficiency and activity of tho inspecting stafi, and tltbks that, if more money 
were spent throughout the Province in thiw branch of education as pointed out 
into&sc^tiOD on last year’s Rqi^, tho result would bo iocroased numbers 
at eohooL Sir Antony i^DonneU entiiely concurs in the remarks made 
in pangrupha 10 a^l6 of the Rceolation on last yov’s Hepon on thia 
aebicot. 

The expenditure incurred from the primary allolmont by tbo Department 
and by District 'Boards on account of schools for native boys and girls, and of 
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the lulMidiuT inspectifig » comptred foi the lut two yean ifi the 

folJowibg table 
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The expenditure from ProTiDcie] reTonuea upon Btipendiaiy echooJe hu 
increa^ from Rf. OT»766 to Re. 1,06,741, while that upon non*«tipeQdiei 7 BohoeU 
hae dininiehed from Re. S3,075 to 2U. 30,474. The total dietrict fund expondi* 
ture wee Re. 5,7G,56S eguinet Ee. 6,17,706, and the aaTinge out of the allotted 
mnte amounted to Re. 45,786 agaiset Ha. 5,534 for the preceding Tdar. 
Regarding large eaTing the Dirwtor explaine that the figures of expenditure 
for the year 1892'93 do not include mimim ekeqau^ andtheee in many die^cla 
came to large amounts. 

Tlio ^Ttci expenditure on primary achooU, mcluding the chargee for 
those abolished during the year, was Bs. 5,75,533, or 76 per cent, of the 
total against Rs. 6,10,397, or 78*5 per cent, in the nreooding year. This 
means that oompara^v<dy larger suma wore expended during the year under 
report on such mdiroct lieada as chief gurus, scholar^ps, prises, buildings, 
furniture, &c. 

The number of stipendiary schools aided from the primary fund has 
ramaiued much the aamo as in the mrioos yc^, m., 6;^a against 6,244, 
while that of non-stipendiary achoc^ has doclinod fi^ 34,490 to 31,800, 
owing partly, as statra abote, to the introduction of a minimum allowance for 
rewards. 

The municipal contribution to primary schools for boys and girls was 
raised from Rs. 34,984 o Rs.d3,91o. This is mtufactory as indicating that 
Municipalities aro becoming more alire to the importance of prorlding for 
the education of the poor. Br. Martin aays that there is a diremtr of practice 
with regard to tae administration of theee giants; in some htunicipaUtlee 
th^ are made over to the department for expenditure; in others they are 
distributod by the Commiisionen thomsolTee wttbont cion suiting the Depart* 
ment. The lJfiutonant*OoTenior ooncuia with the Direcor of Public Instruc¬ 
tion in thinking that ^ former practice should be enforced: for unleesthis is 
done, much of the money will be frittered away, or left unspent. 

The Tiewi 0 ^ Ooremment as to the financial remnafaiHty of Munioi- 
nalitief in rmrd to primarr education were defined during the Tear. The 


palitief in r^ard to primary education were defined during the year. The 
prinoiple adopted was that Hunicip^tifii should provide for the pruna^ 
edaca&)n of at least half the h^ of a school-going age within thdr areas, it 
wus calonlated that this would cost them cm an average about 3‘9 per cent, of 
their ordinary income, and it was decided that tboee mumopsiztics whi^ were 
unable to set aside bo large a proportion of their funds during the current year 
should receive assistance from GoremmeaL In future it u hoped ^ that all 
munioipolitiea will make arrangemonts to ocanplr with the wishes of Government 
in this rospoct. The reeult of tins policy wheo carried out will be a con* 
eidorable increase in the funds set apart for primary schools, and a oorre- 
•ponding increase in the number of schools and of pupils attending them, 
^e Chairmen of niunidpalities have been reeofninended to take measures for 
openmg the required nuznber of schoob from the lit April 1694. 

Yfnca duo provlsioii hiu been made for ihe required number of ^mary 
iohoob, but not boforo, any farther sum which a municipality u desirous of 
expoodlng on secondary educatioo oan be so deroted. 
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The ratio of expenditure on.the two olaasee of inetitutioug, tip^iur iind lower 
priniaij, varioa from diitrict to district, the rule being'that on the iiayTii«'nt*by* 
remit system is mure lorgoly introduced in the districts of a dirision, the 
cost of upper primaries increases proportionately. 

In paragraph 74 of his heport tho Diroctor has given a table showing 
the number of pupils in each district in the different stagos of primary iiiKtruc- 
tjon, and comparing their rotative poeitiuns with referonco to tho progreas made 
in ^is respect. 

The table has been recast In conformity with tho wishes of Grovornment 
as exprossed in paragraph 17 of the Rosoration on tlio lost Annua) Uoport. 
There arc now two standards of comparison—ono bastxl on tho stages of 
piogTOt<s aftmued, and the other on tho nnniber of pupils in the diffonnit stages 
of primaxT iuKtruction nut together. Tho fonuor uiuy be called the inorit'mork 
S3rstecn^ uoterudDed as beforu by assigning flvo marks to oach pupil in tliu upper 
primary or the highest stage, three marks for oaoh lujpil in tho lower primaiy 
stage, and one mark for each pupil wlio reads priiitod books. 'J'hrso marks 
roughly rcpri'scnt tho years a pupil of average intelligence takes to li'ach the 
different stages. Tlie socfina test coruparos tho progress of tho ditforont 
districts by ascertaioing the ratio of tho number of pupils in the primary stagns 
to tho total population of schdobgoing age. To this second test allusion has 
been made in a fi'w remsrks cnti*^*d at tho foot of tho statomi*rit, but no 
attempt is mafic to explain tho extraordinary diffcrcuce bciwoon the |)crcontagei 
betwocn difforciit districts of the some dinsion and bolwcen diffemut divisions. 
'Why is it that 47 iv ht. of the bovi of a school-going ago aiv uuilorgoing 
priiuaiy education in the Burdwon Divirion and only 24 ]ior coni, in liacoa, 
and wliy again is it that 26 per oent. nf the boys of tho I'utua district are at 
primary sclioois ami only 7*H per oont. of them in Hhohabcul ? 

Iti. Tliu standard of tho results of the Upficr I'riinary Scholarship examma- 
, lion for boys, jLc., candiduti'S fmm ujipor priinnry 

lur^M Q i|>«. BohooU, including pri\'sto students as given in tlic 

table in paragrajih 80 of tho report, shows tho rv^sult more favouruhle than 
iu tho precuding year. Out of 3,400 schools which soul up pnjiilH to tins 
examination, I,6u4, or G8*8 per coni., wore 6uoco>Kfu],agaimt 1,49:; odt of 3,.181, 
or 62*7 iicr cent., in tho ytfir before. Tho results of tho oorro^iwiuliiig lyiwnr 
Primary Scholorriiip oxumination show tliat the nuin>M*r of roi»>fieliiJg w'fuiols 
increased‘frooi 10,001 to 10,697, but that of saccowfiJ si^hnoH divlimMl from 
7,244 to 6,92H, or from 72*4 to 65*3. Tho pcrfreiitngo I ms gf»ny down iu nhnoet 
all the .Divirions, and the cause of doclino should bu tuoro carefully lirakod 
into by the Inspectors and tlimr subordinates.

additional gratila. The adoption of thia principle will, Uis Honour trnata, 
hare the effect of raiaing the tone of tlieee pathialiia.

aohoola for masters, miatreaees and gurus advanced from 300 to 367 ana 
their pupils from l,94d Io 3,8 33, and it is satisfactory to notice that this edvanca 
was oniofly in tho Batna, Bbagalpur, and Dacca Divisions, in which primaiy 
education is very backward. The ozpcndituro from i^vincial revenuoa inuressed 
from Ks. 83,19h to Ka. 34,597, or by Jla. 1,399, while the total expenditure 
decreased from Rs. 1,ld,7Ud to lU. 1,13,380. Tho oxponditore from Brovincial 
rovenucs in the Goremment training st^ools for masters increased from Ka. 67,495 
to Rs. 70,591. This ia to a great extent duo to tho employment of drawing- 
majors and tbe opening, for tbe first time during tbe year, of drawing classos 
with tbe necesoary apparatus io these inatitutiooi. 

The results 02 the Vernacular Mastership exaDinaiioD for pupils of first and 
second grade training schools and for private candidates show 444 aa having 
fuoG<)ssfu]]y passed out of 631 candidate^ but are somewhat loss favourable than 
last year: only 110 men have been granted first grade certificates after ibe three 
year*!’ ojursu and may bo regarded os havingcost Hs. 66,311 or Its. 593 each. From 
tho figures supplied, it appears that in 1,013 middle vernacular schools for boys 
and gills tlicre were only 996 head-masters (this rusulls from ono man having 
under tlio Circle system to look after two or throe ichools in somo in stances) 
and 1,873 utl;er tchcliers. It is satis^tetorr to observe that of tho foimor no 
less than 700 were holders of Vernacular Sfasterslrip Rxanunation Ccitificates, 
uid no leas than 1,^130 of the latter might be regarded as having ecniticates or 
0001 potency, while the rest wore remnants of tbe old class teachers or hical men 
empfoyod on low pay. Of 3,560 hcad-cpiruB in uppi^r primary schools, 3,639 
may regarded as haviog ample quaufications, and of 1,1;9d junior gurus, 
60:^, tognther with a pruporUon of 569 others, may :dso bo hold to bo compe¬ 
tent. Tbe Liouteuant-Govemor agroes with the llircctor that tlicre is no

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The docroase in the Dunbor of Law stadoati continues. One reason is the 
recent changes in the regulations for tho 13.L. and Ploadership examinations^ 
and another is Uiat students haru bc^o to see that the native Bar is already 
growdod. The increai>e in the nomber of medical pupils is attributable to the 
opening of a now school in the Dacca Diria<»L One of the Ilomccopatfaic 
schools in Calcutta, which was retnmed laid year, has not been retumed this 
year. The total oxpoudituro of (ho Medical College was Rs. 1,91,3&6 against 
its. 2,05,200 in the preceding year, of which Bs. 16,758 against Ks. 12,140 
wore raised from fees, and tbo rest paid by Goverament. The Officiating 
Lieutenant'Govemor nntos with much satisfaction the increase in the number 
of students of tho Roginceriogsad "Arts and Industry” classes which 
Sir Antoi^ MacDonnoll Jiko Sir Charles Elliott desires heartily to oiicourage. 
So groat IS tlie demand for trained apprentices iQ tho Sibpui College now*a*day8, 
that it is sometimes unavoidable to issue certificates before the complete course 
has been gono through. The Principal writos-.-

Tho number of students admitted to the Engineer class was 41 gainst 26, 
and that to tho apprentice class was 66 against 36. The total admission during 
tho year was 10/ against 61 in tho preceding your. At the B.K. and L.E! 
Euminatious held in July 1892, 14 candidates competed, of whom 6 or 43 per 
cent. iKiMO'l, agaiuiit 5 in the prcc^ling year. The number of oandldatea in the 
F.E Exannnation was 14, of whom U or 79 per cent, woro lucoessful against 4 
inthoTonr ofore. 

The proposal iu ostablish an artisan oIom is under oonaidoration, but no 
arrangements can be made unices more accommodation is provided intlie College, 
l^e Eui'opcan students of the College are encouraged to jointhe Volunteer corps. 
Tho CoDogo corps was amalgamate during the year with that of tho East 
Indian Uuilway and formed into an Enginour Company. A class for plioto- 
graphy has recently beon opened. The total expenditure of the OuUege, 
excluxivc of tho workoliop, was Rs. 62,742, of which Its. 10,592 wero raised 
fhmi fees and the rret paid by Govommont. Of the 43 pupils in thu Cuttack 
Survey School on the Slat March 1803, 23 only wero natiToe of Orissa. The 
decrotue in the number of Uriya sindents is attributed to the lock of efficient 
pWetical training, for waoi of which evou passed studonts, it is said, arc found 
to be almost useless when they are first taken into Government sorvioo, so 
that, in times when there is a normal demand (for paasol students), is 

experienced inobtaioing employment. The Lieu teoant^Govcpior docs not accept 
f\ \^^ oxpUnatiCFn. Tho difficnlties lO connection with practical training are no

The management U veetod in a Committee with the Cominiaaioner 
of me Patna XHriaion aa Preaident. A new industrial eohuol waa opened during 
the Tcer at Pabna, the Comilla artisun achool wee brought on to the books ctf 
the apartment, and a new technical achool waa opened at Hoakhali. 

Tno Lieuteoant-Goremor has read with pleaeuro Dr. Martin’s conclusion 
that District Boards and other local Educational authorities are becoming elire 
to the iiiiportance of technical education, and that year after year not only has 
there been an adrunce in the Dumber of such schools, but a steady endearour to 
place the existing ones on a b^ter footing. Sir Antony MaoDonnell hones that 
this is only the Deginning of a great moroment. Higher education nas now 
taken such firm root in Bengal that it has ceased to require from Govommoat 
the aamo fostering rcare aa formeriy. Ibe educational authorities sliould now 
pay ap^al attoution to tbe preparation of the youth of the country for new 
industrial and sdontifio punmits and to the foateriug of primaiy education 
among the poorer claseea.

In the Diamond Harbour lub-divixion of the d4*Pargaaae, there woe eomo 
diitreee during the raiuy eeasm, and relief woe given by the Diatriot Board and 
aUo by private individuala and charitatde institutions. Loans onder the Agri* 
cnltunste Loan's Act wora granted to a onmbor of raiyate in this mb-division, 
and in a iow villsgee in thaoa KnnaaikhaH in Nadia, to enable them to tide over 
any temporary dimcolties which they mar have eiperienoed. 

0. There is no emigration propeMy eo called from any of the districts 
EiumtwB. ^ division. Thoro is a large annual uiflax 

of labourers from Jensoro and Nadia to the Sun- 
durbsns and neighbouring distriots during tbo harvest season, bat owing to tho 
poor barvoiU many this year were unable to obtain employment.

In the Resolution on the Adminiitntion of Celcutte tho Hunicipel Com- 
missionen during; 1891-99 the laeateDADt'Gorenior points out thet lor three 
jeore in auooeittoti the report hid been enboitted some time after the due date, 
and he rmete to find that he must make the same complaint a^n, ainoe the 
report, which waa due on the lat Aufoit, did not reach QoTeniment t^l the 
8^ September. It does not contain the introducto^ chapteri which was an 
important featuro of the laat report, and waa oommenaed in tho Resolution upon 
it as 8 useful innoratiom But> on the other hand, there Is a further improve¬ 
ment in the form of the report, and its atractore baa been conciselj eiploinsd in 
an introductory paragraph which is an imTOrtant con^bntlou to ilj vauusi while 
a useful prelim^aiy chapter indicates the leading features of tho yearns adminis¬ 
tration be^es containing a yr4cis of apaj^ re^ by the Hon'^le Mr. Cotton, 
C.8.I., at the International Congress of H^ygiene and Demography held in Lcmdon 
in August 1691. Altogether, the Lieutenant-Oovemor oongmtulatos the Com- 
missionors on the improvementa viaiUe in the form and Sxe manner of their 
report. 

9. During the year under review two officers filled the ]>ost of Chairman, 
for Mr. Leo was on privilege leave to three months during 1699 and went on 
furlough oti the 95th March 1693: Mr. Ritchie filled his place on each occasion, 
and has submitted the present report The Commiasionors suffered an irre¬ 
parable loss during the year in the sudden deaths of Sir Hei^ Harrison, whose 
name will always remain inseparably connected with Munld^ Administration 
in Calcutta, and of Pandit pWnnath Saraswiti, a Commissioner whose services 
to the Corporation wero many and oonspicuous. Since the close of the year 
death has retnoved from among thorn Kawah Abdul c.x.a., and Mr. John 
Oowie, for many years Secrotary to the Cooiniaaiouera: these are losses which 
would bo folt heavily by any public body. 

3. In tho matter of tuo number or meetings Oovammont has never had 
any cause to complain of the Corporation of Calcutta* Tho Commissioners are 
aasiduous in their attendance at meetings, and thus furnish an excellent example 
to all municip^ bodies. There are 75 Commisrioneri, of whom 50 are

lottor. Ibero may bo speuial reasons for this 
leniency, one of which doubtloss is that the procedare for enforcing payment 
inroJyoe prosecution before a Magistrate, but as it is dear from tho report 
t^t the lees aro recovered with difficulty, tho lieutoneuit-Uovornor cannot 
but think ^at tim CorumuisioQors would ao woU to enforce the law vigor* 
OQsiy after due notioe of their intention to do so boa been given. Tlmro 
would douMess be complaints of hardship at fir^ but tho habit of punctual 
payuteoi once established would probably continuo to tlio grout hciiofit of 
the licensees as well as the Commissioners. No comptui^Aii can bo inadr britwoon 
tlio munfaor of registrations an d the amount of foos levied uiidifr ilio Ilackr^cy 
Carnage Act during 1893-93 and those of the provioun your owing to 
tnftfifl in the date of registration, bnt there mms mason to thinktliuf thu hackuoy 
carriom sorvioe is improving, and it is reportod that tho (Joraiais^oiiui's luive 
framed a set of bye-laws for regulation of these vchiclos. 

13. As notM in paragnjiii 7 above, reossossuent is contiiumlly going on 
in some part or other of the Calcutta lIuaicipQliiy, aud so groat uml goneiul w ibo 
advance in tho valao of houso property tliut revision almost invari'ibly ]ca<ls Uf 
an eshancement of the assesament; in fact almost the whole of such dccrooiod 
Msaaaments as took place woro dne to tho promuos luiving liccn absorbctl in tlio 
Harrison lload. Twenty out of the twonty-fivo waids of tlic town liavo now been 
revalued, and tho result has boon an increase in valuation of He. 33,03^653,

14. The Surreyor’a JDepartment, which preparee plana, eatimatee and drift 
decloralioDi in oonnectioii with all projecte in the town, wae exceptionally bney 
daring the year under report, end the e ef vicoe of the ataS are warmly acknow¬ 
ledged by the Oc«amiKio&eii. The Lienteoant-OoTemor rectmiaee that the 
demarcation into aoitable lote of the* aoiplne landa near the Harrieon Road 
meet hare been an ardnooe and rej^tooftW undertaking. In ^e Lighting 
and Moritet Department! aloo actirity wae diaplayed. The expenditure on 
Ijghfemg amounted to Re. 3,94J25; aaA oa thxa exceeded the reompts from the 
lighting rate, the deficiency had to be made good by a grant of Ra. 54,715 to 
meet the deficit. The Municipal Harkei, cm wo other bud, yielded a n^ profit 

^ _ of more thu a lakh of rupees. The large ex- 

Mjiw peodatore on printing was unfavourabiy criticised 

in the ReeolutioA- on lost year’s report, and the Commiosioners appear to have 
endeavoured to introduce some refonns: the balance sheet propounded by the 
Comir.iastonen is not intelligible to the Lientenaut-Govemor, but it is clear 
that the result bos been unsatisfactory, and that the Corporation baa been 
ill-aervod by its eroployfs in this department, which aboula be subjected to 
further investigariom The expenditure was Ra. 28,992 as against Rs. 22,520 
in 1691-92. 

15. The Ootpontion appeared as plaintiff during the year in an unpreoe- 
dented number of civil suits, ns. 89, toe mgheet number pfeviously haring been 

explained that this inoroase was mostly owing to the 
number of defaulters who removed their goods to 
their sanana apartments in order to evade aeiiure, 
and who by this expedient compelled the omoers of the Municipality to file soits 
under section 149 of the Act.” 

16. As defondont the CommiatioDers onpeared'only seven times. The 
moat impoitant case was a reference to the Civil Court by the Land Ac<iuiiition 
Deputy Collector.

' 19. Duriiig the last tea yean aearl? 8{ lakhe of nipra have been ezjmdod 
Ofk ioiti iznproTement, the material ad vantage of wnic^ eotting amae tbo 
bon^t to tbe public from a aanitary permt of view* rests with tlie ownon of the 
property. The laeutenant-Oovernor finds H difficult to completely share the 
contentznent which the Commisrtonen seem to feel with tbe eiistiv state of 
affain* mw it appean to him that the present procodure differs from that 
sanbodied in Act XI of 188S. It it a procedure which, to a rfoy great 
extent, laroun the owners ef bsfw at the expense of tho general 6o^ of 
ate^payen. Tbe law proridea the Commisaiooen with ample wwen to 
reoorer the coat of improvementa faom the owners beneStted, and aithongh in 
certain oasaa which preMt mdal featarea* the OnDoiasiotien ^y raaonably 
abate something of ihair ri^ta, tha LieotaoaDt*OoYanior cooiidera that they 
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owe it to the tu^payers not to abandon their l^al riffhtt altogether. The law 
should be enforce, no doabt with cooaideration and m a reasonable and prater 
smrit) bat the law is not eofotted at all if no recoveries are arer made from 
tne owners of hitu which hai^e been im|sroTed by the CoamanooM, It is 
oonceivable that diflicolties my bo expenenced In giving effect to the lav, bnt 
it is better that they should m 'met and overoome rather than that the law 
should be ignored. 

90« The Harrison and l^nsdowae Roads vere completed during the 
year: these ere fine works, which have greatly improved the oty. The nev cost 
of the Hai rison Road is expected to be twenty lakhs of rupees, and it has been 
ligbt^ with electricity at an additiooal cost of Its. 98,3S3. The accounts lor tho 
Lan^owno hoed are not yet closed, bat the cost so far has been Ki. 9,40,^05. 
In the lubutbs Ks. 6,7^,366 have been spent oat of tho statntoxy three lakhs 
referred to above, of which Rs. 44,005 wore paid for the incinerator at Gobia* 
gatcha, and fis< 01,439 on the extension of Lanedowne Row. 

31. A very iurportant branch of the manioipal administration of Calcutta is 
the department of the Engineer to the Corporatiou, comprising tho great heads of 
water-woriu, drainage, and roads, besides the maintenance of the sewers, of 
Municipal Workshops and the MnnieipsI Railwav. The Oommisiiioners ere com* 
mittod to the extonsion and develoinuent of ueir water-supply and drainage 
system, to which, especially to the former, is to bo attribatra &e very marked, 
improvement which nas taken place in the general health of Calcutta during the

■ ^ schemes me CcHnnussioners are fuUy conscious, and 

improvements have been vigorously carried on during the year under report* 
Two new settling tanks have been consfrneted at lUta to hold 48 million 
gallons, thus IxingiQg up the settling tank capacity to 105 million gallons, or 
01 ^ times the present daily dlteiw supply of the toun. which has been 
more than 20 muUon gallons, giving a eousomption per head of 37*33 gallons 
in the town props aiM 17*58 gallons in the addod area. Boring the same 
period 18 miles of distribution pipes have been laid down, makiog the 
total 385*73 miles, and the number of premises supplied 23,831. In addition 
to the town supply, Bamckpore wss provided with an average of 138,118 gallons 

5 sr diem tbraughout the year. Unfiltered water is also supplied for bathing, for 
oihing drains and sewers, and for street watering: the amount passed through 
the 71 miles of pipes during the year wu 4,320,879 gallons. The capital 

Mpenditnre on tho water-works of Calcutta up to 
the end of 1892-93 amounted to Rs. 04,35,883, 
and the total daily supply was 34,166,996 galloos; whereas in the year 
le76, when the old series of works were completed, the capital expenditere 
amounted to Hs. 71,50,989 for a total daily snpply of 7,163,819 gallons only. The 
capital cost por gallon up to 1876 had themore been 15*9 annas, while in 1603 it 
bad been r^uoM to 10*8 annas. The estimsted cost of works sanction^ in 
detail and in progress amounts to Rs. 16,^,519, of whi<di Bs. 13,60,503 have 
already been expwded, bnt the Commimionen have in the present year’s budget 
made provirion for larger important and useful works estimated to cost 3{ lakhs. 
The Cfovemment dttaches the greatest importence to the plentiful supply of go^ 
water to the town, and in coarse of time to the added aiea, sod has nothing but 
commendation to bestow up^ prudent farseeing efforts in this direoiion. 

23* With tho laudable otriect of extending the benefits of puro water to 
areas cutsido the liciita of the Municip^ty, the Coonussioners during the year 
agreed to supply the MauiktoUah Mamcipouiy with filtered water up to a maxi¬ 
mum of 10 gallons a hood at a coetof 4 annas per 1,000 gallons, and, moreover, at

35. Not loss important than the services of the Engineer ate those of the 
Beelih Officer, and the CoTumissionere are to be congratulated on possessing 
in Dr. Simpson an adviser of high attammenta b sanitary science. He 
submitted lor the current year a full and bteresting report, of which it ia 
impossible to reproduce more than a very brief abstract. 

38. In tbe matter of rltal statisticfl, a distmet adyance in the accuracy 

of r^istration is risible. As has frequently been 
^ obeerrod, tbe vital stadstacs of the MDoimpality 

cannot fairly be compared with those of other areas, since the largo 

proportion of adults in Calcutta in the prime 
of life, especially matoi, necessarily giyes a 
speriol character to the population. But, com* 
paring one year with another, &o reported birth-rate 
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was higher in 1892 than in any previous year since 
the amalgamation of town axm suburoa The 
figures aro given in the margin, and the sudden 
mversion in 1890 of the relatiTo positions of 
Calcutta and the Suburbs is significant of the 
introduction of better r^istration. The death-rats of the oombined area waa 
lower b 1893 than it has been aboo 1889, when it is oertab that some deadis 
were omitted b the Suburbs as that area hid been but recently added to Calcutta; 
but, under the arrangemenU now b existence, it is almost impossible for a death

insurmountable. Dr. oimpson is justified therefore 
b accepting as c o rrect tho figures now giyon which 
aro quoted b tho margin, and in using them to 
illustrate b forciblo terms the effect of introducing 
a good water-supply. The dcath-rato varies greatly 
in different wards, end tho figures 


Dr. Simpson’s fourth par;tgraph have a terrible agnificanoo; tfioy a how that 
tbe added area of Burtollah has a mortality of 44 T per niillo, and that of Sukca’s 
street one of 43*3: the same uross mabtein tho saiue cv^ prodoiniii&nnn for 


fever and cholera. Dr. Simpson says: ** The whole added area borJeriog on the 
Cuoukr Canal is lowlying, crowd» with people, has a large number of filthy 


tanks, and is yery undeu. Tho people also ere more rofridcnliol; they die here, 
whereas in many other wards they go home to die.” The attention of tho 
Commissbners uould bo focussed on £is locality during the current year. 

37. The Health Officer urges agtb the desirability of a low level outfall 
sewer to discharge the lewage oi Calcutta bto tho Salt Xoikcs, but the Com- 
misiionm have rightly deeiJed that tbe cost of such on nnilei^kuig ia at the 
present moment probinitiTe. It is noted further that tho oxfousicn of the water- 
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fojp^y io the nlMuU bu bad fta ol vatar lon^ the «otl, a defect which 
will not be remedied the drainage of that area baa Sean plao^ on a ntufao* 
tory beu. When that bae baea done and pn^er anangemonU baTC been oun* 
claded for the deetracdon of rafoee by boin^, the beMdta vki^ the Sabnrbi 
will hare derived from the analgctnatioo wilTbe great indeetL 

38. The genera] cholera mortali^ of 1833 waa leei by nearly one-third 
than in 1831-^ reeolt lamly due to the oomparatiTe immunity of the Suburbe, 
and this again is diatiocUy attributable to a definite eauae. It appears that 
for many yoara the ohowa dMtb-rate in the Snburba and in Howrah ro^e 
and fell tether with a very cloe^ ooireapondenoe. Up till 1891 the 
sanitary condition of tbe two area$ waa vary aiiniUr, linoe neither of thorn 
enjoyoa any syetem ol drainagOj and both relied fur tbeir water supply on 
eonrcee froquently poUated. The avorage death-rate in Howrali prerious to 

to 1,271 in the Suburba. At the end 
of 2831 the filtered water-npply waa extended to 
tbo Suburbs, and die number of cbolera deatba fell at onoe in 1892 to 763, while 
tboee in Howrah rose in the »me year to 771 : had tbe prerions rado be^ pre- 
eerved, the number in tbo Suburbs would have been oror 2,000. The argnment 
is clearly imd forcibly stated; bet the Liontenant Governor, altho^h he admits 
its prorability, is unable to accept it as ooncluaire at present, since it is based 
upon the observsdons of one year only. Howrah is ab^mt to be provided with 
a supply of filtered vrater, and if similar phenomena be observed to follow tbe 
Qperailon in that area, l)r. Simpson^s argnment will be fnlly confirmed. 

33. The very important qoestion ol fioilding Kegulations i« brooght pro- 
^ minently forwaid by the Health Offioer in his 

Buiana aea«kfaoaa. report, and is discossod in that of die Commissioners. 
Thie subject was treated ve^ folly in Dr. Simpson's report for the year 
1889, and he insisted stroogly oa the fact that the law and bye-bws at 
present in foroo are quite insufficient to secure the preservation of proper 
sanitaiy rules as regaids tbe buildiog of streets, houses or huU. Govern* 
Qient, m tbe itosolutioa on the Ttpott for 1889-30, fully endorsed bis view 
of the vital importance of tbe question, and commended to the attention 
of the Commiesioners the reaedies proposed by him in detail, and tbe ingestion 
that a strong Committee formed of engineeia, medical men and others should 
be appoititea to thoroughly investigate and report on the whole subject. The 
Lieutenent•Governor is disappointed to lean mt no action has been taken on 
the suggestion thus oozmasoM to the Oommisdouers, acd in his report for tbe 
year just past, Dr. Simpsoo again commonU in forcible terms on tbe con¬ 
tinuous and growiag evils oi the present state of affairs and the urgenfr 
neosssity of undertaking a reform of such vital importance. He writes:

Sir Autonv MacDou&ell hu gr»t aynipatby with Sir Aahloj Edon'a 
Tiew afl quoted abore, but still theiw aro oecaaiona when it is nooeasaiy to 
antioipate rather than to follow pnblio opinion, and among thnm is nroly tho 
occasion when inactioQ is injnrions to the oornmnnity at large. The Lieutenant* 
Governor will be glad to see a draft of the new Im^laws rdeirod to above at an 
early date; and eveDtually, if in the ^nion of a considoruhlo sectiou of the 
t^mmiesioaere these bye*lawB are still iasufficioQt, he will bo preparod to con¬ 
sider any repreeeniatioaa that may be made to him on ine wibioct His 
Honour Delieyea that the public mind in Bengsi is awakening to tbe bouofits of 
sauitar^ improvement: and he notices with special ploasore the paasago in this 
npmi in which the Commissioners tisori ttot their esgomues for sanitary 
immovement is as great aa that of their Health Officer.

Oving to the more farourablo character of tho wuoo iho aroa irrigated was 
lese than In tho year preceding, bat it ie etill greatly in excess of the average. 
The decrease was wholly in season or yeariy leases, tho area under long leases 
haring been 489,519 acres in ]891'92, and 519,666 acres in 1892-93. Tho 
maiD dccroase has been in roH irrigatioD from the Sono Canals. Water is only 
in csteudvo demand for lliat crop whon the rains fail altogether, whicli seldom 
happens. The demand for waterier lioe tirigarion is, however, rapidly, more 
oepeoiallT in Bihar, bocozning independent of the {^oracter of tho season, the 
incToased yield of the crops where water can be supplied, whenever required, 
more than oompenaating for the chargee leriod. As a consequence of the 
lesser area nnd^ irrigation, tho water-rat os due on crops irrigatod during the 
year, fell from 13,77,864 ta 11,05,358. 

6 . Allusion was mado in last year’s resolurion to clianges which had 
been made In the administrativo arraiigomonis for colJoctions. During the 
year under review the collecrions from the Souo and Orissa Canals wero managed 
by a Deputy Collector in charge of a Revenue Division working directly 
under the Superintending Engineer, and tlua plan lias boon introduced as rogorai 
the liidnapore Canal collections frcwi tho 1st of April 1893. Tho following 
table, which extends from 1885-88, shows that the improvement in the eoUoo- 
tions which was last year noticed hM been more than maintained

Both the Cmiuuiioner of Patue and Ute SaperinieoduMr En^eer fltate 
that tboj oontdder the raolt of the colteodona Terj creditahlo to the Depaty 
Collector> Baba Saroda Proiaod Cbatterjee, and the staff vorkinff andcr Dim. 
Tho reniiinons dnring the year have bow ewoHen by Re. SjlOT, vhich wae 
em^a^ed by tahtiildarB in the Sone Circle and has this year been finally 
written off, and by Rs. d$fS5l remitted by the Dmty Rerenue Soperintendeut 
of the Oriwa Osaale, pertly in aoeordanco with nue and partly nn^r oroums- 
tanoee whicli were, when reported, unfavourably notioed by Qoremmeni. Apart 
these items tho some remitted and written off as irrecoverable compare 
favourably with provioai yean, except in the ease of romisrioiui by the Exeoudvo 
Engineers of tho Sone Canals, wnich iodioate a slight deterioration in the 
accaracy of the osscsimeDts. 

7. The colleerioDS under the head ^^Kavintion^' were Rs. 80,198 leas than 
in the year preceding, but otl>crwiMe oonsideiably in excess of an average 
year.

8. ISimiug to tho canal systoms separately it was last year noticed 
that financially a decided improvoment Lad him made os regards the 
return from the OriMa CsnaU. In tbe pmeding five years tlm average 
d^cit had oxe^ed two lakhs of rupoos yearly. In 189L9*j the excess of 
working exponsei above revenue was I&l 52,164, whilst iu 1899 93 the 
deficit bos Iwtin reduced to Its. 8,132. This improvement has been obtained 
in spite of increased working expenses cansed by repairs to damages caused to 
the canals by the extraordinary flood in the river Mahanadi of July 1892, 
and by the cyclooe of October of tbe wune year. Tho working exponsos 
amouQtod to Ks. 5,05,907, which is greatly in excess of the expenditure of the 
ptevicus year, Ks. 4,23,080, and of the average of the five years preceding, 
Ri. 4,70,505. As alrWy noticed, the arreax balance has been reduced from 
Rs. 2,33,704 on' the 1st of April 1802, to Rs. 89,816 on tho 1st of April 1898. 
This improTomunt was mainly effected by arranging that cortificAtc cases should 
be more promptly dl^scd of. *J'lie number of cases pending at tlie com¬ 
mencement of the year was 4,723, which, with 7,991 instituted durnig its currency, 
gives a total ^ 12.714. Of timso 11,183 were disposed of by being fully oatisfi^ 
tnd 563 caucelled. Of the cancoUed oertificatos 70 only were tiled dur^ the 
year; tho remainder were old cases of which even the records wore ditlicnlt to 
trace. The balance remaining at the doee of tho year was 979 only. Balm 
Jagdani Sahai romarks: 


»I tiunk it worth fUting hsrv that shhoo^ thsss numefoos old rases woro dispossd of 
during ths ^ear, th^ was not s na^o intfaww m which sny dsfudkr was seat to jsd or iui 
immovsbls piop^y sold." 


The certificate office was inspeoted both by tbe Collector of Cuttack and 
tbo Commissioner of Orissa, the latter, Hr. Toynbee, remarking:

^ opportunity hea been taken to raiao tho canal flood l^ nki where neooMiy. 

9. The cniof feature in th^ year’s woridng of the Midnaporo Canal waa 
the ezeeaaivo demand for water in the lattor part of tho aeasoo. Tho atorage 
diecharge, of the Comye river during OctoMV.was 700 outdo feet per Mowd 
only, and on tho 28rd of that mouth it foil to 138 cubic feet per second* Tho 
aroaMgated, 91,217 acres, was in ezooss of any year sioco )883-84. The 
Supeutending Engineer states that, except a few acree on higli lands, which it 
was impoBsibld to reach, the whole of the leased area roceivra from two to four 
waterings duidng the seosoiL The outtuni on most distributaries was rnagni* 
flceot, whilst the un irrigated crops to the south and weet of Uidnaporo almost 
entirely failed. The result of these good croiis and high prices was that the 
number of certificates filed for tbe rocovoiy oi water-rates fell from 3,428 in 
189l«92 to 1,223 in 1892-93, and tho balance pending at the dose of w year 
from 449 to 358. Tho balance of unrealised arrears due at the close of me year 
was, considering the demand high, Rs. 48,567, though it compares favouraUy 
with that duo at the commonoement of tho year, Rs. 68,972. It hu since be0n 
materially reduced. Tho not revenoe was Rs. 84,451 in ] 892-98, aninst 
^ 18,371 in 1891-92, cfiiefly owiug to tho working expenses having tallea 
from Rs. 2,66,326 to Hs. 1,95,550. ^o diminution in tho working expenses 
was chiefly due to the thorough repairs carried out in 1891-92, wliou there wait 
long closure, but some port of it is attribatablo to tlio close supervision exorcised 
by the Executive Engine. 

10. The Hijili Tiw Oonal is in tho same oondition as last year, no 
steps having been tokon towards oonstructiog tho pipe across tho Ruseulpur 
liver or tho now lock at Kalinagar, the two works inuMed in tho romodolung 
■chome which ore yet inoomplete. It u probable that an extra sumdy ohann^ 
will be substituted for the pipe, and the possibility of makiog luterations in 
the existing lock at Kalinagar in {floce of building a new one is now under 
investigation. Tho further dotorioration of tbe enwong of the Russulpur river 
appears to have been arrostod by the fialliaghai drain, which is now regularly 
yjtid as a navigation canal. Tho net revonuo wu Rs. 20,301 against a deficit 
ofBs. 13,768 in 1891-92, an improvement due to the canal not having been 
cloeed during tho year, thoro b^ng consequently on incroaK in tho rovenue and 
a deoroase in tbe working expenses. 

11; The net revenue of dto S one Canals was Bs. 3,01,334 in 1892-93 
against Rs. 2,08,284 in 1891-92, a Malt due to the ooUections on account of tha 
rabi irrigation of tho previous year. Tbe area irrigate was 410,761 acres in 
the year under review ogmnst 474,723 acree in that previous, and the net rovenue 
odonlated on.earnings was Bs. 1,48,422 against Rs. 3,78,510 in tho year prece¬ 
ding. Thoro is still a steady iucrease in the area under long loose, as will hs 
apparent from the statement following, which shows the area under long $M 
short leases during each of the last five years:—

It is exceedingly unsatiafactoiy to learn that in 
1892*9,3, so far from there boing any improrement, the demand statements were 
forwarded to that oSicer at a later period of the year, though the area irrigated 
was much less. In 1891-92 about ono*third of the rabi demand statements were 
forwarded for collection before the close of (ho year. In 1802-93 this proportion 
had iailon to one-eighth. It has already been remarked that tbe remisstons on 
account of inaccurate assessments were slightly in excess cd those gnuitod in 
1891-92, andalto^ther His Honour can come to no other conclusion than that 
the Division^ Engineers foiled to exercise that care s^d energy which is 
indispensable if accurate demand statements aro to be supplied to we collecting 
officers at the earliest possible date. The falling off is inoonoderable, but it is 
neoeseary that re medial mcasuros should at once bo taken, it being borne in mind 
that thaugh pioroptitudo is highly desirable, accuracy is of even mote import¬ 
ance. The LiouteiiBnt-QoTcnior is glad to see that Mr. Buckley is able to 
r^rt an improroment in the arrangements for distribnting water and also in 
the state of the Tillage channels. 

12. The yearly increase in the area under long lease for the Sono Canals 
hss already boon noticed, as also the foot that tbe demand for wator in the rice 
season is rapidly becoming independent of tho rainfall. The Superintending

Tbo report of the Committee on the Calcutta and Eavtem Canals referred 
to in last jear'a resolution waa not finally di^Meed of until the Ist of Jnly 1863, 
when the system of meatnrement waa aUeied, to aa to make it more neariy cor* 
respond with tho actnal weight of cargo eaniad. At tho same time tho rate of 
tolls which have always been exoeedin^y moderate were adjustod to that the revo* 
nue will not suffer. The propoeal to impose toll on loaded boats retunting from 
Calcutta has been dropped, aa it was found that the rovenna derived would be small 
and it would entail atraping and all boata, only a fractional part of 

which carry cargo on tim homeward joumoy. Tho toll levied was 0*68 per cent, 
on the value of the cjugo carried. The net revenue for the year waa Rs. 2,27,937 
against Rs. 1,81,820 io the preceding year, or 4*2 per cent, on tho capital expend!* 
turo. Tho iucroaaed profit waa wholly due to a decrooao in the working expenses, 
the gross revenue owing to aladueis of Wade being lose than in 1801*92. Theee 
can^s are in active competition with the Eastern and Central Bengal State 
ItailwayBj which provide an alternative route from nearly all the plaoea 
servod. Of late years there baa been a tendency for jute and other valuable 
goods to bo sent by railway, but there arc at preeent u^oations of a desire 
to return to tho canals, a class of oaigo boats mc«o suitable for navigation 
having been constructed. The oontmued reduction in the number of miming 
ticket^ tbe number of which baa faTlon from 3,080 in 1883*84 to 169 in 1892*98, 
may bo taken as a sign cl careful admimstratioD. 

19. Tbe orders of the Ideatenaat^Govemor as to the inspection of offices 
were only issued in January last, and the scale laid down has not in all cases 
been fufly worked up to.

Of the commanded area 29*64 per oeni, and of the area proridod with 
distributaries 53*75 per cent, were under lease at the end of tlie year. These 
peroeotages are less than those of last year, owing partly to tho area provided 
with distributaries having been increased by 13,335 acres, and partly to the 
decresse of the leased area. 

The Superintending Engineer sammariiei the general character of the 
irrigation season as follows 

There vis esrir sad isssoasbls ntn ia June, sod oo soeeust of the heavy rsinfill 
in July, tbm vu ao demand for eusi voter; but fra the middle of August to tho end of

As before remarked, there was no run towards tho end of October, and 
generally the season was not favourable to any extensive increaso in tho irriga¬ 
ted area.

On tne Kendrspara, Pattanundi, Taldunda and Macbgong 
oa&ak, the damages caused by ilio mat Ualianadi flood of JnJy 1692 and by 
tbs oycloDO of that year were considerable and necessitated n heavy outlay in 
repairs. A portion of the Kendrapara canal bank bad to be raised to bring it 
aliovo bigb flo^ level, isid extra expense was incurred in revetting the 
inner banks of ^at canal asd in sili>cleannco from a sluire cbannel. The 
renewal of the Boibatty look-gates on the Taldundab Canal and the dredging 
of silt, the result of breo^es, were also oostly works.

Leering out the extreordinery iteme etnoonting to lU. 9,107, which were 
laiieppropritted by tehaildere in p^ yeen in the Petne dUtriitt under the old 
eyitem of coUectione which ie not reel mmittion, end lU. 2,440 treated a« refunds 
of revenue end chergod to working expmeee, there remnine Rs. 0,H07, which ii 
the actual remiMton daring the year. Tbie amount conaistA of tU. 2,1^ granted 
by the Canal ofScera to correct wrong and unfair aAaoasmonU, eud' Ra. 3,635 
remitted by the Revenue officers owing to death or absconding of rate-puyers, or 
owing to their being too poor to pay. Compiirod with 189U-01 and 1891-92, 
.when the amounts remittod were Re. 21,460 and lU. 15,221, the ri^sult is appar¬ 
ently favorable, but is really so only in the caso of sums written off as irreoover- 
able by civil officers. The remiasioni by Executive Fnginom wore iu excess 
of those granted dunng the previous year, end besides demand statements 
aggregating Rs. 1,921 were cancelled as against Rs. 1,305 in 1891-92. This 
unsatisfactory result is probably not unconnected witli the delay iti submitting 
demand statements, wnich it it claimed were hold back witii the view oi 
ensuring greater accuracy. The Soperintending-Knginoer is taking stops to 
bring about an improvement iu this rmect.

All the reporU were praotioally punctual, oxoepting that of the Commia- 
aionerof OriBSu, which was not recoifod until tho 13t)) October 1893. The 
delay wa< in the ofiicc of the Superintending Engineer, who rooeived the report 
early in July. 

100. Laet year I remarked that I thought the results of the yoar’a work* 
ing, whioh showed a net profit on major and minor works of Ra. 3,83|d80, 
againat Re. 1,49,028 in 1890*91, would he considered aatisfactory. This year 
tbo net revenue has roaobod lU. 6,17,093. In major works only the profit 
has been Re. 3,97,954, against Rs. 1,60,073 in ld91*99. If, howorer, earnings 
aro considc^red iii placo of collec^on^ tlie rorenuo dunng 1891-09 was, owing 
to the fail are; of tlio autunm runs in that year, the greater, via., Rs. 3,76,550, 
againat Re. 1,90,085 in the year under review. Tho net revenue is largely 
dependent on the sum expended on repairs, and by minimising those, it would 
be possible to ehow returns more favourable tiian the real facts of tlie case 
warranted. In 1392 93 the working expenses were Ka 13,035 only loss than 
in 1391*99, there having been extra expenditure on major works, whilst a 
smaller sum sufficed to keep the minor woru in good order. 

161. There is still more, especially in Orissa, great pressure on the staff, 
the system on which tho canals are managed has in that circle been entirely 
changed during the last two y<^rs, and credit is due to the Engineers and 
subordioaCot fur tho energy with whioh they liavo endeavoured to meet tho 
altered circumstooces. Mr. 0. A. White, Executive Eoginoer in char^ of 
the Kendupatna subdivision, deserves spMial praise for bringing nearly ^1 the 
existing irngation under lease on tho conditions approved by Sir Charles Elliott 
in April 1802. The irrigation from the Eden VantiX was vety extensive, and 
Rai fkma Cliaran Poramaoic Bahadur, Honorary Assistant Engineer, had a diffi* 
cult taek in making the most of tho water-supply available and in distributing it 
equitably T in both respect he succeeded. In the body of this note the good 
work of Babu Saroda Proead Cbatterjee, Deputy Oolloctor, Revenue Division, 
Sono Canala uud Babu Jagdam Bahai, Deputy Collector, Revenue Division, 
Oriesa Canals, has been frequently alluded to, and thoy both, I think, deserve 
the thanks of Qovomment.

In all tha'ie dislricts, except Pomeo, Onttack, and Lohoxdnga, thoro was a 
failure to collect 90 pur cent, in 1891-92 also, and the realiwtions iu Ban- 
bbum, Hooghly, Champaran, Midnaporo, and Murshidabad, duitng tho year 
under reylow, wore cyen worse than those of tho preceding year. I’ho short col¬ 
lections in Maubhom are explained by tlie DejoBy Oomtiiuptionor to bo dao to 
the onwilliuguoss of tho people of tho district to pay thccoascs until tho cor- 
tificate procedure is put tn force. The Board rightly obsDrvo tliat tho reason 
assigiied is insuffieiimt, borause csss-payora woald uot voluntarily submit, 
without some good cause, to the extra payments which tho insuo of process in- 
ytdve^ and tho laoutoDoot- Governor is not prepared to Mcept tho explanation as 
flatbfactory. The porcontage of ool lections, in tins district luis Jeadined from 
•89'8 in lwi9-90 to 99*2 in the year ander review, and Ills Honour nijuests thot 
ener^io messui*ee may now be taken to pat matfers on a proper fcwtmg. 

Tbo poor results in Hooghly are ascribed to a falling oft in yolantaiy 
•pijmtM owing totfao partial failure of crops during tho pest two yoac0| and the 
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difficulty of rcftliuDg cctses from rent^freo holdings, of which there are some 
SO,000 recorded in the district, llie noa-payment of ceeies by some of the 
mncipal lanti holders of the district is said to ha'ro afi^cted the oollectlons in 
Uhatnpamn. The short ooll^otions in AUdnapore are attributed to foilure of crops 
and to the fact that coercive jnoosnrcs could not be taken autil aftor Docembor, in 
consequence of the >vhole office establishment having been engaged up to that 
time id correcting ilio Tiiistnkos of piorions years and sdjnstitjg acoouuts. The 
involved dreumtitanres of certain samindars, the difficulty in traciog out the 
owners of rent-free linlilings, and the fifteen days’ grace allowed for payments, 
arc said to hrivo iuturfored uUb tlio culhctionof tlie demand in Murshidabad. 
No o:rplaQatinn is given of tho slmrt colloctions in Pumoa, Ha^luLhi, the 
24-Pargunns, nnd l/^Uardaga. The bad result in Cuttack is said to ^ve bees 
due to tho prcvulonco of high prices during tho greater part of the year, and 
to tho inability tif the U«»lluctors olBcc to issuo cortificatos in tinio. The latter in 
its turn is attribut'd to the issue of a larger number of certificates owing to 
tho collcclions having been taken out of tho hands of kaoungos. ond to the 
• inadequacy of tho amount provided in the budget on account of court-fees. 
It is stat»Hl that uu npplicutioii was niodo for an additional grant, but that no 
orders weio ri'ccivoJ miring the year. Tho lioaitl observo that the high prices 
worn due less to bud lutrvests in Oiisn than to short harvests in Madras and 
liengal, and that the high prices of pn>dace with a fair crop should have 
facihtaU'd collections; while as rognrdH tho delay in the issue of certificates, 
they consider thut tho Collector would liavo acted wisely if bo Itad exceeded 
the grant in auticipution of sanction. Tho Lioutonant-Ooveruor agrees with 
tho Board in tllinking tliat tho reasons put forward in explanation of short 
ooUccrions in this di^rtrict aro inadeqaato. In the rcmaiTiing distriols given 
in the list above, Iho collections, iliongb far from satisfactory, show an improre- 
mont as roiiqisrod with tlie previous year. 

6. In oight, as comj^ared wilt ihirtoen, districts in the year 1881-92, 
tho percentogu of collection of tho arrear demand was below 80 por oont.-^ 
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In all those districts, witl) the oxcoption of Shahabskd, tho current 
demand also was indifferently collected, tiio receipts being below 90 per oont. 
It is, however, satisfactory to notice that in the first three districts the collec¬ 
tions, which wore vciy low in 1891-92, show some improvement, although 
they aro not yot u)> to tiie standanl. In Cuttack aod DarboBDga the percentage 
of collections was for bolow that of tho preceding year, and in tho former 
tho causes which intorferod with current colloctions are said to have affected 
the an'ear collections as well. The bad result in Darbhanga is ascri^d to 
the scarcity from which the district sufilciod in the first two quarters of tho 
year, and i o the people having boen engaged in celebrating marriages in 
the fourth-niianer. The last is au excuse which docs not commend itself to tho 
Lieutonant-Uovemor, as the eondition is more or less constant, and it seems 
likely that aftor tho bad harvests in the earlier part of tho year its ofibet must 
have been Ices rather then greater than usnal. 

7. Arrears to tho extent of lis. 6,018 have become barred by limitation. 
They oocuirod in five districts, Burdwan beading tho list with Its. 3,672. 
Theso figures are eselosive of tho sum of Ea 1,90,310 reforred to in pant- 
graph 4, which was written off asbairod by limitation or otherwise irrecovereUe. 
Horeovur demands are said to have become barred in two other distrioti, tIb., 
Midnaporo and Hooghly, bat the patlicuhtrv have not been famished. 

The groaioollectioDs, t>., tlie mm of botlicurroni and ar roar col lections, 
exceeded 90 per cent, of the deiuand in tho serenloen dietrkta below

8. CAaracUr of ik$ crop .—It wilJ be acen on roforcnce to 
the diatriet retnma that 21 ont of the 46 diatrioti bare reported 
a full average (16 azinaa) or more titan a fall average crop, 
16 have reportra the cton to rar^ from 12 to 16 annaa, and 
9 from 9 to 12 annaa. No diatnet, aa a whole, returns lees 
than a 0*anna crop, although there ore a low aubOivuiona 
where tlie crop haa been eatuoatod at 8 annaa or less in 
conaeqnoDce of the injury canaed by executive rainfalJ and 
floods. ThirtT*ono oat of the 46 distiicta have reported tbia 
year'a crop to bo better than laat year's; two liavo reported 
the crop to be equal to that of toe lost year, and only 13 
hare repurted worse crops. This yoar*a crop may, Ujerciorc, 
bo taken to be bettor than the crop of 1892. 1 or Bengal as 
11 whole the winter rico crop of 1802 was estimated in tho 
flnol report on that crop at about 14 annaa; the crop of 1893 
may be ostimafed at folly 16 annas, or about 2 annaa in 
uzooas of the last year’s crop. 

4. Orou eir/firrs.-*The outturn in cwts bos been 
obtained in rough fashion for tho wJiole provinco by roulti* 
plying the total area cnltirated by 16 mauoda, or 1,230 lbs., 
which has boon nasumed to be tbe arorage yield of cloan lioe 
to the acio in the case of tbe winter rico crop. An attempt 
wus made to obtain from district officers estimates in cwt. 
of tlio outturn of tbo crop, based on such rates of yield aa 
they might think propot to adopt whotUor with reforonce to 
tho catimatos made in this office lettor No. 29rr., dated Utli 
June 1892 (addrossed to the Goromment of Bengal) or to 
other roliablo sourcea of informatioiL On tho whole, however, 
it has'boentlkought boat in tbo present note to omit too district 
figures. It ia not clear whether in fonning their ovtimstes, 
district officers have taken into account, tho yiuld of winter 
rioo only or also fhe yield of the early rice crop, and tlie 
figures representing yield of rico moat bo further olucidatod 
before particular estimates for oach district are substituted for 
the rough estimate for these provinces hitherto adopted.

Tbo Lmtooant-QoTorQor k glad to rooord Lis mogoition o! tho Ifbdrelity 
diAplajed bj His Highness the Maharaja of Hill Tippm and other natiTo 
l^ntlemsn in the proniotlon of measures to oUeTiate the distress which occurred 
tn the districts of Tippera and Noakhali owing to tbo inundations of 
1893. 

2. His Highness the Maharaja of IT3] Tippera placed stuns aggregating 
Ks. 6,000 at tho disposal of the CoUoctors of these districts for tho roJ lief of his 
distressed tenants. IW Ahhoy Churn Mitra Bahadur, tlie contractor for tho 
South Lushai Hills, who has proper^ in Tmpero, contributed Bb, 40U for relief 
operations in the two districts. Maharaja Durga Cham Laha, cj.e., of Calcutta, 
and Mr. Arthur Casporsc, ReceiTer, Joynagar estate, Noakhali, each gave a 
donation of Rs. 200 to the Collector it Noakhali to be spout m relieviug 
sufterers. 

3. Nowab Rhaja Absanulla Bahadur, c.i.6., of Dacca, and Maharajkumar 
Bonoy Krishna Dob of Sol^hozar, Calcutta, dealt directly with thoir distressed 
tenants. Tito former distributed Hs. 5,000 in gTatutous relief and gave 
Rs. 5,000 in loons to such of his tenants as required thorn. Tlic exact amount 
spent by the latter on these objects lias not been ascartoinod, but tho Commis- 
aioucr reports that his libcraE^ was on a amilor scalu. 

4. Jn Noakhali M. Yakub AU Ohoudliuri and liis brothers, Zonundars of 
Boipur, and Bobu Cliondra Kumar Roy of Dalolbaaor, distributed 10 mounds of 
rice doily for u period of oror a month.

Condition I haying ibtu becomo more acrioealy dietarbed over tbe Bay, veil her in Bcogi.l aleo 
hecace a tiule more nnatliled, aod the ekv elooded over rapidly at the aouibern itatioua 
From the 5 th to tliedlh the atnali atorBaaveaced in a voeterly ornorib.veiierly direetioa.and 
itiock tbe Madree Coaet alillleto tbeagotb of ICadru, probably olota to the Ssven Pegodae, 
ehortly before 8 a.u. nu tbe 6 th. 11m barometric depreuioD at the centre vae coomderable, aod 
tbe itorm , tbo n gb • mall, wei ect om paaied by a at vere gale of viiid, very high ira a a d heavy rain. 
Tbe deprei»ioo epparemly broke up u a teparafe atom on alriking the coaat, but the diiturbed 
condition» due to tte diiinieg ration eteedily ai.d rather rapidly epretd north wai da. a moderate 
wave of hum id moo*ceo wind a advanced aloeg tbo neat ooeel oRm Bey, end gate heavily oloaded 
•kiu with raio at drat in Oriiea aad over the eoaibern parte of Bangel from tbe 6 th |o tbe 
etb end 0 th ^ and than a« tka moiel viedi ayein advanoed nettbwarde over tbe provlnoe, 
rainfkll extended to Cbou Nagpur and Bibar, 4bo rain being reputed over tbe Utt diatriot. 
prinoipally on the 0ib initaot. Ai the viva of bnaid windi eavanced op the wret coaat of 
Ihe Bay, it did not peneirele to any great exUnt over either But or North Bengal, wkiob 
diatriote there fore reeeived very UtiU raio. Tbia advanon of hnmid viada oaa only temporary 
aod vee aoon overoone by the anperior force of iba winds from Upper ladta, and it «u soon 
drivm back towards tbe Bay by the dry norUi-oeaterly and northerly corrent from Northern 
lodii, and on the lUh tbe rainfall over tbe previnee bad nraotteally eenaed. 

Cooditiooa in Bengal ihereforo from eboat tbe 6 u te the 11 lb. vere very abnormeh 
aod for the gruter part of the iimo tbe aky vu beavilf elouded. tbe air vu nnaenally 
damp, tbe day temperatures vere comparatively bv, and tbe ugbt (eBparatnrea high, tat 
rau vu received in moet dietricU oo one or Ivo days. 

For tbe period from tbe Ilth to (be 16tb veatber wu fenerally fiaeendof ordtaary 
nortb*eut moo soon chareoter, and only a fev ehovera oceorred in Orieea tod in tbe 
billi to tbe ooptb of Bengal, Tbe bsmid winds bron^t tip by the itom in the Bay bad 
completel/ retreated from Bengal, tboagh temperatnre^ baaiidity, and eloud pMpertton

9. AfM ceffiMftd.^The dittnct ettuDftiet of tree onl* 
tiret^ with winter riee in the onrrent and the last yoar, at 
reported in the preUminary lorecaaU, remain unaltered 
With a few minor oxooptio&a. The total area in Bon^ 
odti^ed with winter tioe thif Year appean from ^e diit^t 
retnma appended hereto to be 30»570»388 aorea, againat 
29,881,460 aorea eatimated to hare been cropped latt year 
(or 80,172,678 aoret aa returned for the year 1892 in thia 
DepartmaDpa note, dated the Idih Horember 1892. 

3. ChoTQcUr a/ f/W rr^.—It will be aeon on reference to 
the diatrict refcoma that 21 ontof the 46 ditiricta have reported 
a full avenge (16 annea) or moro than a fnll average crop, 
16 have reported the crop to varjr from 12 to 16 aonaSr and 
9 from 9 to 12 aonaa. No diatrict, aa a whole, retuma leas 
than a O aona crop, although there are a few Bubdiviaions 
where the crop hM been estimated at 8 annaa or less in 
coDseqoence of the injury caueod by cxcoaeiro rainfoU and 

floods. Thirty-one outm the 46 districts have reported thia 
year’s crop to be bettor than laat year's; two have reported 
the crop to bo equal to that of the last year, and only 13 
have reported worao crops. Thia year’s crop m^, theroiore, 
bo teken to be bettor than the crop of 1892. lor Bengal os 
a whole the winter rico crop of 1892 was estimutod in the 
Anal report on that crop at aooot 14 annaa; the crop of 1893 
may be estimated at rully 16 annas, or about 2 annas in 
exceaa of the last year’s crop. 

4. OroM e«ffamB.^The onttuni in cwte has been 
obtained in rough fashion for the whole province by multi* 
plying the total area cultivated by 15 nmnn^ or 1,230 Iba, 
wnich bos been assumed to bo the aven^ yield of cloen rice 
to the acre in the case of the winter rice crop. An attempt 
was m^o to obtain from district officers cstimaios in cwt. 
of the outturn of the crop, based on rach rates of yield as 
they might think proper to adopt whetlier with referenoo to 
the eatunates made in this office letter Na 29IT., dated 14th 
June 1892 (addressed to the Government of Bengal) or to 
other reliable eources of information. On tho whole, however, 
it has bo^ thought beat in tho preecnt noto to omit iho district 
figura. It is not clear whether in fonnin^ thoir ostimatea, 
dutrict officers have taken into account the yield of winter 
rice only or also the yiold of the early rice crop, and tho 
flguroi representing yield of rice must be farther elucidated 
before pcMcular estimates for ooeli diatrict ore substituted for 
the rough oatunate for theae provinces hitherto adopted.

m tho dutricts of Tippera and Nookbali owing to tiio inundations of August

The total faile for the month 
in molt dUtrieta hare not ercraged more than a taeih of ooeiaeh, and tbe hightet pnl/^a 
fifth of an Inch io South Bibtr. llaeoe reiafall hae been Ima than the noroal aaonft, 
eieept ia Biber, where rerf emell excea falle have bees regielered. 

0. Tbe «<atber duriag the month baa been tar lev aeftled than ueaal, owing to the 
eiieteace of eereral atormt which farmed orer tbe eea area. One o/eloaic atom formed in the 
eoatb of the Ba^ ud atruch theHadrea Ooaet to the aonth of Hadrae on the Cth, when the 
diitnrbed conditjone doe to the breaking sp of the etorm, adranced north«arue ovrr Beagtl. 
A eevere cjelonie etortofroatbe Anbian Saaetraek tbeeoaatof Kathiawar near Veraral on 
ibe 20th, and the dUtarbed condition a from tbie eprrad ocer the whole of Nortbarn l&dje, 
Bibar, Ac. Another email eyolonlc atorm formed io the eoatb of the Ba 7 acd eroaaed tbe aonth 
of the PeniainU on tbe 24th. Laatlj, elighOj diatorbed conditioni ezieted in ibe Mile to 
tbe north uf Bengal towarda the cloaa of ibe month. All of three dieturbancea adected the 
weather in Bengal, and hence oonditlona in Bengal were uoaenaU^ dieturbod during 
NoTember. 

Tbe meterclogy of November in Bengal ealle for little detailed review. For ibe firit Cpw 
deji weeitber wae of fine eeUled ehareocer in Bengal, though in the eoatb of ibe Ba^ a feeble 
atorm had commenced to farm. Thle adranced elewlj tnwerda the Eadraa Ooaet. and oo tbe 
4th Vie at aome little dietaeee from it, and waa aiill probably only of little imporl tocr. Qn 
the 5tb a bri«k fall of preaanre oceorr^ io the aontlwweet of tbe Bay, and a verj dtatlnot 
barometrie dcpreaeion wae formed, tbe centre of which wee lying off the South Ha^lvae Coaei. 
.Conditiooa haring thni become more aerioaaly diatnrbed oror the Bay, veafher in Ueog/l alio 
hecaee a IJule more nneettlcd, ud the akr clouded over rapidly at ihe eouibern etauoaa 
From tbe 6th to ibedch Ibe email itormadraocedioa woaterlyomortb^weiierlydircntioa.aod 
atrnck the Madrte Coaat a little to tbe aonth of Uedrae, probtbjy oloie to tUo §sreu Pogodae, 
ibortly before 3 a.h. on thefith. The barometric depreeeion et (be eeotre waa cooeidcrabie, god 
tbe atorm, 1 hou gb a mel I, wae aCf oapeo i ed by a eerere gale of wi nd, very high am ao d beary rain. 
Tbe depreeaiou apparemly broke up at a repareteatorm on a(rikiBgtbecoei(, but the dieturbed 
eondiiitme due to ita dieintegntioa aleadily ai d rather rapidly apreed northwaidi. A moderate 
wave of buttiid monsoon winda advanced along tiie weal coaat of Ihe Bay, and gate heavily clouded 
ikiei with rain at Aral iu Oriaia and over tbe aouthero parte of Bengal from the 6(b to tbe 
bib ai»d 6th ; and tbco ai the moial wiede again advanced uoTihwarda over the proviooe, 
rainfall exlendud coCbou Nagpur and Bibar, ibo rain baiog rrportMl over tin hat diatr^t, 
principally ca the Oib inataot. Aa tbe waw of komid winda aavuced op the w«at CMaf of 
the Day. it did not paaetrate loiny great extent ever either lU»t or Norib Bengal, vl^iob 
diatricta therefore received wry Jltile rain. Tbia advance of humid winda waa only umporary 
and wia lOon overcome by tbe loperior force of Oie winda from Upper India, and it waa apon 
driven bauk towarda the Bay by Ihe dry Dortb>weetirly and norlberly ^ car rent from Nortl^o 
India, and on tbo llth the rainfall over tbe province bad nraotically oeaaed. 

Coeditiona in Bengal tbanfore from aboat tbe 6ta to (ba lltb, weiw very abnortpal, 
and for the greater part of tho Bme tbe aky waa heavily clouded, tlw air waa nnoanally 
damp, the day tamperbtnm were eomporatively low, ood the night temparaturea bfgh, and 
roin waa received io meet diatricta oo ooc or two daye. 

For the period from the lltbto the ISili weather ' wae geiMnlly fine and of ordinary

It moved in a northerly ud oorttKoatarly of direction, end atraef (be 
Kathiawar coMt near Veraval on tbo 20ib. The dietorbed oonditiona and tarafali due to.thia 
atorm apr* ad in an eaiierJy direction ovafCeniral lodiaavd theNortb^Weatcra Profincaa, and 
reached B.bir, ami oo the 21at ud Bind atoderate ehowera were reported over thla erae, while 
more or leva dUturbed and cloQdy weather |frvvailed over a Urge port of BengaL The 
diaiurbad oouduiona at thia time were inereaoeil by the exutenco of a arorm in tbe tontb ot 
the May, which forned os Ibe I9(b or 20tb and advanced olowly ia a wacterly direetion, 
croiiinf tbo tontb of tbe PenintuJa on the t4tb.
